Denmark, a low country lying be 
tween two seas, has plenty of wind, 
and it is utilizing it on a scale that 
has never been equaled before 
Windmills have been used for time 
out of mind to pump water and to 
grind grain Their appropriation of 
the unlimited power rushing by them 
has been restricted, as dt has not 
been possible to store the power or 
io combine effectively the force of 
several windmills or make the hur- 
ricane’s surplus energy do duty in 
days of calm. 

These defects are cured by con 
verting the wind power into electri 
city and equalizing its use through 


the storage battery Denmark is tak 


ing advantage of this to convert its 
wind power into electric power for 
commercial purposes. It is stated 
that a wind of fifteen miles an hour 
will produce eight horse power, and 
that a twenty-mile gale will develop 
eighteen horse power.

Much money has been expended’ in 
Quincy in regrading streets only to 
have the gravel washed away. ‘This 
is because of poor surface drainage. 
The City Council has begun to realize 


this, and all the street repai* orders}, 


passed at Monday night's meeting 
contained a clause calling for the 
proper surface drainage of that street. 

There are a number of streets 
that are sadly in need of drainage 
and last May a blanket order <alling 
for an appropriation of $4,090 for sur- 
face drainage of streets was intro- 
duced in the City Council. This 
order has been smouldering in the 
archives of the Council until last 
Monday ‘night when a substitute or- 
der, calling for an oppropriatis: of 
$5,166 was reported and passed under 
suspension of the rules.

This appropriation is provided for 
in a loan order for $8,400 extending 
over a period of years. 

Several of these streets mentioned 
in the order are sadly in need of be- 
ing drained, particularly Benning- 
ton street, where cellars were flood- 
ed one spring during a thaw and rain. 

If the City Council will make an 
appropriation each year for surface 
drainage it will not be many years be- 
fore streets are in good condition. 


The order reported by the Finance 
Committee to the City Council Mon- 
day evening for the addition to the 
Lincoln school building contains a 
clause which is a new idea in Quin- 
ey. In brief it provides that if the 
building can not be built for the sum 
specified in the order, the architect 
shall forfeit his commission. 

Cities and towns all over the Com- 
monwealth have met with the same 
experience as has Quincy with its new 
buildings. The architect whose plans 
are accepted submits an _ estimate 
from a reliable builder for what the 
building can be constructed. The 
sum named is appropriated and bids 
invited. Almost invariably the bids 
exceed the amount estimated by the 
architect. A case at hand being the 
Coddington school building. 

The feeling now among cities is 
that architects when they give an esti- 
mate know that the building cannot 
be constructed for that amount, and 
that they give a low figure in order to 
have their plans accepted. 

It is claimed by those in position to 
know that if the order appropriating 
money for a building contains the 
clause above referred to, it is per- 
fectly legal and the architect cannot 
collect. 

In the case of the Lincoln addition 
the estimate of the architect was 
$11,000. The Finance committee be- 
lieve that too small and have in- 
creased it to $12,000.

Mr. McCabe described in detail 
three of the great events, the 1500 
meter, the 400 meter, and the great

He then described in detail the 
characteristics of the Americans who 
were entered in these events. How 
the drawings were unfair, as it placed 
America’s best men in the same heat. 
Of the angle line on which the run- 
ners were started, and of the cold 
bloodedness of the starter. 

He also described in detail the 400 
meter race and the unfairness by 
which Carpenter was disqualified, and 
forever prohibited from entering 
English games. Carpenter was not 
guilty of what he was accused, but 
was disqualified as a falsehood told 
by the Englishmen whom he had 
beaten fairly an dsquarely. 

The last event described by Mr. Mc- 
Cabe was the great Marathon race, in 
which there were 58 _ starters, 
whom seven were Americans. The 
course was over 26 miles, the air 
hot and the roads dusty. At the end 
of the 5 and 10 mile marks England 
was leading. At the 15 mile mark, 
DoDrando, the Italian led, with Hayes 
the American third, about a mile be- 
hind. The description of the finish 
of that great race was very thrilling, 
as in detail the speaker told of Dor- 
ando falling and being given drugs 
by a physician in violation of all 
rules. How at the finish he was a 
mental and physical wreck, and was 
assisted over the line. 

Mr. McCabe spoke interestingly for 
two hours and at the conclusion of 
his talk was given a rising vote of 
thanks.

FIrTibTH ANNIVERSARY. 


A large nllinber of the pregent and 
former parishioners of the Washing- 
ton Street Congregational church 
were present at the mortitlg Service 
Sunday to hear Rev’ Edward Anderson 
on the occasion of his téunding out 
his fiftieth year in the ministry. 

After the opening exercises Rev. A. 
R. Atwood, the pastor, said such an 
occasion as this comes but once to a 
minister and there are but few 
such occasions. We are glad to have 
here today a former pastor who is 
rounding out his fiftieth anniversary 
of ministry. He came to you at a 
critical time in the history of the 
church, and its growth and develop- 
ment is due in a great measure to his 
work, and the pastor that followed 
him. Mr. Anderson he said would 
speak on “Then and Now.” 

Rev. Mr. Anderson, in opening, said 
that his text would be a motto and 
was from tne Sth chapter of Num- 
bers, 24 and 25 verses. “From twenty 
and five years old and upward they 
shall go in to wait upon the service 
of the tabernacle of the congregation. 
And from the age of fifty years they 
shall cease waiting upon the service 
thereof and shall serve no more.” 

It was therefore an old Biblical 
law that a man of fifty years old must 
stop. He considered it a privilege to 
be here and look back fifty years in 
the ministry, with ten years snapped 
out. It meant twenty-five years of 
preparation. That takes us back 75 
years. An entire different state of 
things existed then from today. It 
carries us back to the times of the old 
whale oil lamp. Before the days of 
the stoves, when we had old fire 


places. Before the railroads. Why 
before the telegraph and _ telephone. 
Before the implements of farming 


that we have today. These seem like 
another time and another age. Our 
common schools that were ungraded 
and Yale college was on a grade 
with our High schools today. To the 
days of Webster and Calhoon, Doug- 
lass, Lincoln and John Brown with 
whom it was his privilege to have 
fought. 

To the days when the shot at Sump- 
ter was heard around the world. The 
beginning of that awful conflict that 


brought freedom to the slaves. We 
went into that war and thought we 
knew what we were fighting for. 


These years have shown us another 
thing. It was an upheaval. A new 
education. Many had not been  be- 
yond the limits of their farms. They 
travelled the length and breadth of 
the country and learned what it was. 

The wiping out of slavery was the 
greatest blessing to the South. Be- 
fore the war the cotton mills made 
only cloth enough for the Negroes. 
Since the war it has grown and there 
are now in the South 550 great cotton 
mills. Ten millions spindles in the 
South and 122,000,000 spindles all 
over the country. This is the growth 
due to practical men going south and 
teaching agriculture. 

Little was known of coal in the 
South before the war. Now there are 
62,000 square miles of coal beds that 
have been developed. So also was it 
with the iron ore. It looked as 
though a great country would be 
built in the south all because slavery 
was abolished. Then cotton was only 
thing raised. Now 8,000,000 bushels of 
grain are raised where it was thought 
not possible to raise anything. It is 
beyond what ever was dreamed of be- 
fore the war. We realize that the 
country has been led by a great hand 
until that country of our stands pre- 
eminent in the world. No king 
stands on a higher plain than does the 
President of the United States. 


So the country has gone on until we 
can now say with Great Britain, the 
sun never sets on the dominion of 
United States. It is God who 
has brought us on. There has never 
been a time when God has shown his 
hand in leading us as in these fifty 
years. The country is now spanded 
by six great trunk lines of railroad 
binding the Atlantic and Pacific with 
a band of steel, and the telegraph 
brings us the news from all over the 
world.

Times seems to have been going 
|faster in these past ten years. It 
seems strange to see those children 
that came here now come to be men 
and women and college graduates. It 
seems almost a marvel the advance 
that has been made in our colleges 
and schools. Nearly every college and 
university is now open to women, who 
are making the world thrill today. 
Woman has taken her place by the 
side of men of intelligence. If there 
is any failure in the Sunday school, it 
is because there has been no study of 
preparation for the teacher. If we 
could have the gospel of Jesus Christ 
instead of what we do have we should 
become better. 


Religion is the moulder of character 
rather than belief and it is because 
there was not life enough of this kind 
in the church that there came the 
Young People’s Society of Christian 
Endeavor and Young Men's Christian 
Association. If we can realize what 
God has done for us in the past we 
may realize what is coming in the 
future in the practical manner of 
lifting up souls, of saving them while 
living, and not when they are dead. 
Fifty years to you is simply to learn 
of the past and teach it in the future. 

Music during the service was by the 
church choir. During the offertory 
Miss Olive Viola Bicknell sang the 
beautiful solo, “God shall wipe away 
all tears.”

BATTLESHIP NORTH DAKOTA: 


A dispatch received by the Fore 
River Ship Building Co. on Monday 
announced that Goy. John Burke of 
North Dakota had named Miss Mary 
Bent of Fargo, N. D., as sponsor for 
the battleship North Dakota, building} 
at Quincy. This will be the first of 
the so-called dreadnought battleships 
to be launched and it will be quite 
an honor to Miss Bent.

Burke will be among the num- 
ber. Others possible in the party 
are: Lieut. Gov. R. S. Lewis, Secre- 
tary of State Alfred Blaisdell, Treas- 
urer A. Peterson, Auditor H. L. 
Holmes, Attorney General T. F. Mc- 
Cue, Supt. of Education W. L. Stick- 
well, Adjutant General Thomas Poole, 
Commissioner of Agriculture W. C. 
Gibbraith, Commissioner of Insur- 
ance F. C. Cooper, and Commissioner 
of Public Lands O. I. Hegge. 

It is also more than probable that 
one or more of the congressmen from 
North Dakota may be present. The 
present congressmen are Thomas F. 
Marshall and A. J. Gionna. 

As noted above, the North Dakota 
is the first of the new naval vessels 
to be launched and considerable in- 
terest is being taken in the event. It 
was rumored at one time that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt would be present but 
this is extremely doubtful.

Cauliflower With Saucé—=Trim off 
the outside leaves and béil in salted 
water, until just tefder, but fo 
longer.

ay 

There were to be two speakers on 
each side of the question, and each 
one was allowed to speak ten min- 
utes, with five minutes for rebuttal. 


George A. Thornton was the first 
debator of the evening, and spoke 
strongly for the affirmative saying 


that ship subsidy would increase work 
in the shipyards, He also brought out 
the fact, that under subsidy, we 
would have ships to carry troops in 
case a war broke out, which is de- 
cidedly not the case today For un-| 
der ship subsidy vessels are built 
with guns and other protections 
which makes it possible to turn them 
into cruisers at short notice. 
Alexander Fryer was the first nega- 

tive speaker, and he said that since 
England was an island of small area, 
she needed many ships to defend her | 
seaboard on all sides. Not having the 


necessary revenue to build all battle- 
ships, she subsidizes the merchant} 
marines and makes the provision 


that they shall be used in case of 
war. Hence he pointed out that ship 
subsidy was absolutely necessary in 
England. Not so in the United States. 

Harry Ford was Mr. Thornton's 
colleague on the affirmative. Mr. 
Ford argued that ship subsidy would 
cause the building of more ships, and] 
hence foster many industries directly 
‘onnected with ship-building. Large} 
ransportation companies would also 
be developed, such as the United 
Fruit and the like, but with wider 
scope. 

Mr. McLeod was the last regular 
speaker and he supported Mr. Fryer. 
He remarked that the United States 
had let shipping go for the reason 
that she had something better at 
home. Railroads and the industries in 
the West must be developed, and the 
produce can be carried by some one 
else. 

Each man spoke five minutes in re- 
buttal, and the opinion of the house 
seemed to be in favor of ship  sub- 
sidy.

The pictures were original, being 
taken from Mr. Hick’s own negatives. 
He said they were not the pictures of

a world trotter or for politics, but 
dealt with the social, moral and re- 
ligious movements for the uplift of 


the world. They illustrated all that 
there is in the life of these countries. 

Mr. Hicks devoted most of the 
evening to China and Turkey, show- 
ing the great changes that are tak- 
ing place. He said the influence of 
Japan was very strong in China. He 
spoke of the influence of modern 
medicine, and told how it gave chris- 


tions a foothold in these countries. 
He ilustrated the schools, the girls 
schools, the men’s schools, the theo- 
logical schools, ete. Idolatry was 
giving way, but he queried what 
should take its place. There were de- 
basing influenc from the New 
World as well as the uplifting. 

China really had no religion, but 
it was different with Japan. Ameri- 
ca was missing a great opportunity 
commercially, which Germany had 
seized. 

The revolution in Turkey was 


characterized as a “peaceful revolu- 


tion.” The “Young Turks” had led 
to the final mutiny; had killed the 
commander; and with the cry of 
Liberty” swept all before them. Mr. 
Hicks illustrated the country; told 
of the courtesy to travelers; and 


told how the Mohammeden religion 
had kept the people down. Until the 
change this year there were no news- 
papers in Turkey. The’ problem of 
today is to uplift the Mohammedens, 
to introduce education and foster lib- 
erty. Then christianity will work its 
way to the front. 

The pictures were very clear and 
interesting, and Mr. Hicks and his 
assistant were given a rising vote of 
thanks. 


TUG BOATS LAUNCHED. 


The first two army tug boats, of 
the eight under construction at the 
works of the Fore River Ship Build- 
ing Co., were successfully launched 
Wednesday. The boats are numbered 
159 and 160 and are named General 
Robert Anderson and General Rich- 
ard Arnold. 

The first boat was sent down the 
Ways at 12.45 and was followed half 
an hour later by the second.

QUINCY ALLIANCE. 


On Monday afternoon, the Quincy 
Branch Alliance met in the chapel of 
I church and after the usual ex- 
ercises, listened to an able address by 
Mrs. Lucia Ames Mead on “National 
Dangers and National Defence.” She 
gave a calm and forceful but dispas- 
sionate presentation of the reasons 
for the abolition of war. 

Mrs. Mead began by quoting Ruskin 
who once said, we should not know 
the devil if we saw him. She thought 


we did not recognize our own real 
enemies, they being chiefly of our 
cwn. household; accident, fire and 
disease, all largely preventable. By 


actual count, we have killed by avoid- 
able accidents in the last four years 
80,000 more victims than the civil war 
had. 

Occasionally a theatre fire or school 
disaster arrests attention for a time, 
but we yearly slaughter more people 
than war. 

Ruskin speaks, said Mrs. Mead of 
the crime of destroying the efficacy of 
luan’s labor, yet we are constantly 
wasting his efforts and the products 
of such labor. The destruction of 
property in homes and forests last 
year reached $270,000,000 while in 
Switzerland and other countries 
means are taken to protect the forests 
and towns from engine sparks and 
other causes of fire. Simple lack of 
foresight in this country has destroy- 
ed almost $1,200,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty in five years independent of loss- 
es from forest fires. Such want of 
foresight is lack of good citizenship. 

Mrs. Mead also alluded to the 
“White Plague” as causing a loss of 
160,000 persons a year, a loss largely 
preventible. 

In building expensive warships to 
meet supposititious enemies beyond 
seas and ignoring those actually in 
our midst we show ourselves the 
most fatuous of nations. Our life, 
our products, our property are being 
drained in a most astounding way. 
Our timber is rapidly disappearing 
and i; has been impossible to get any 
appropriation to save it, although only 


the cost of one warship was asked 
for. Mrs. Mead believes that we need 
fear no more wars with European 


powers if armed forces de not stir up 
strife. Her remedy in a Supreme 
Tribunal of the Nations to arbitrate 
difficulties. Two Peace Congresses 
have been held and there will be a 
third. The speaker felt that, if any 
two European nations would join in 
an Alliance with us and agree that 
instead of making war on any inimical 


power, they would simply withdraw 
their trade from such power, in case 
of threatened war, such procedure 
would quickly lead to arbitration and 
save life and property. Such an 
agreement made for ninety years 
would practically eliminate war 
among civilized nations. She closed 
with an appeal to all to make war on 
war, Not, she said, that we should 
disband all armies at once which 
would indeed have evils of its own, 
but we should call a halt where we 
stand and divert the money to better 
uses. 

The United States spends two thirds 
of its revenue on army and navy and 
the results of war. It has but one 
third left for the actual expenses of 
government in all its departments. 
So much good might be done with 
that other two thirds now largely 
wasted on warships at $10,000,000 a 
piece. Mrs. Mead spoke feelingly of 
the pathetic effort Japan has just 
made, at enormous expense which she 
could ill afford, to prove her friendli- 
ness to us in the welcome to our ships 
and the efforts of “Yellow journals” 


to precipitate war were strongly 
scored. The address showed a world 
wide knowledge of affairs and the 


audience gave close altention to a 
subject rather new to most of them. 

Music for the afternoon was by 
Miss Bertha Carlson, soloist, with 
Miss Carrie Follett Spear at the 
piano, both receiving appreciative 
applause. During the social hour 
which closed the afternoon, chocolate 
was poured by Mrs. Henry Wright 
and Mrs. Thomas Fenno, assisted by 
Alliance members.

Nearly a car load of articles for 
the exhibit has been set up in the 


Council chamber, City Hall. 

The exhibit is given by the Quin- 
cy Women’s Club and the city, and 
is designed to teach people how to 
fight this great white plague. 

In the exhibit are many photo- 
graphs and models of homes and 
workshops that are dangerous to 
health. 

There are old pieces of stuffed fur- 
niture, which furnish admirable 
breeding places for gems. There are 
also photographs and models illus- 
trating simple out of door life, which 
is the basis of the modern treatment. 
Then there are tents for patients. 
Large windows showing how they 
should be kept to ensure health, and 
how they are arranged in the crowd- 
ed tenements which are the breeding 
places of the germ. 

The exhibit takes up the whole 
floor of the Council chamber and is 
well worthy of a visit by everyone. 


Many lessons may be drawn from 
it which if followed will eventually 
siamp out this great plague. No 


admission is charged, and local and 
out of town physicians will give 
helpful talks which will be illustrat- 
ed by the stereopticon.

AN OLD PARISH. 

But four cities and towns of Massa- 
chusetts have Catholic parishes which 
were founded before St. Mary's of 
West Quincy. These are Boston, Sa- 
lem, Lowell, and Waltham. The St. 
Mary’s parish was founded as early 


as 1841 by Rev. Fr. Carraher. It was 
not until 1872 that the St. John’s 


parish was founded with Rev. Fran- 
cis Friguglietti as pastor. The Sa- 
cred Heart church at Atlantic was 
founded in 1903 with Rev. J. P. Cuffe 
as pastor. 

Pattee’s History of Quincy in 
sketch of religious societies says: 

“As far as we have been able to 
learn, the first mass celebrated in 
Quincy, was in the old Crane house, 
cn Common street, in 1828; this es- 
tate now being in the possession of 
Mr. Fallon. Father French of East- 
port, State of Maine, officiated on 
this occasion. At various times mass 
was celebrated in the old long house, 
iso called), which was located on 
Adams street, a short distance north- 
east of Eaton's bridge. 

About 1839-40, occasional mass was

| celebrated by Father T. Fitzsimmons 


of South Boston, in the old West Dis- 


trict schoolhouse, from which they 
were expelled by those persons of 


the district who were opposed to 
Catholicity; but, after talking the 
matter over with those who had ob- 
jected to their worshipping there, 
reconciliation was effected and ser- 
vices were resumed again in the old 
schoolhouse, where they remained un- 
til the erection and dedication of the 
St. Mary’s church, on Crescent street. 

“This society being now organized, 
and their meeting-house built, Father 
Fitzsimmons first began religious ser- 
vices in it in the fall of 1842. He was 
succeeded by Father John O'Beirne 
in 1843, who remained with them 
about one year, or until 1844, when 
the bishop appointed him to take 
charge of a parish in Roxbury High- 
lands. After the removal of Fathe1 
O’Beirne, the Rev. Bernard Carraher 
was appointed his successor over the 
St. Mary's, July 27th, 1845, and was 
ihe first resident prie After re- 
maining here a few years he received 
his dismission, and Father Fitzsim- 
mons was recalled to officiate over 
this church, where he remained three 
or four months; being succeeded by 
Father Rodden, wha took charge ol 
this extensive mission in December, 
1848. 

“This mission included at that time, 
the towns of Abington, Randolph, 
Braintree, Weymouth, Hingham, Co- 
hasset and Milton. Father Rodden 
was a person of fine ability, improved 
by a finished education and extensive 
reading. At this time he was the 


principal literary editor of the Bos- 
ton Pilot. His judicious management 
of the society, and his amiability, not 
only made him popular with his par- 
ish, but also with the town’s people. 
At the close of his peaceful labors 
with this rapidly increasing mission, 
the bishop directed that Father Roche 
should officiate as Parish Priest over 
the St. John’s church. 

“Father Roche continued his 
and efficient ministrations over his 
faithful flock for several years, and 
was succeeded by the Rev. James Hal 
ley, who was one of the most de- 
vout fathers that was ever installed 
over them; untiring in his exertions 
for the spiritual advancement of the 
society, working night and day, out 
of season as well as in season, for 
their temporal comfort. His social 
qualities were such as to endear him 
to all. By his executive ability and 
uncommon economical administra- 
tion of the affairs of the parish, he 
was gratified at the close of his pas- 
torate, to inform them that they were 
free from ail debt. Rey. James Sulli- 
van followed Father Halley as parish 
priest, but after being connected with 
the society for several years his 
health failed him, and a great share 
o! the arduous duties of the church 
was conducted by the curate. After 
some time of painful suffering from 
2 lingering consumption, he was re- 
moved by death from his parochial 
duties, Nov. 13th, 1871. Father Sulli- 
Van was the first priest who has died 
in the parish. After his decease, the 
former curate under Father Sullivan, 
the Rev. Francis Friguglietti, was 
called upon by the Right Reverend 
Bishop to assume the charge over 
this parish. After his installation, it 
was found necessary to enlarge the 
church, and in August, 1872, ground 
was broken for that purpose. Fa- 
ther Friguglietti continued to pre- 
side over this large and still increas- 
ing parish, ably assisted by the cu- 
raté, Father Dannahy. 

“In 1841, the Catholics purchased 
a piece of land on Cemetery street, 
of Mr. James Hall, for the purpose 
of building a church. As soon as all 
necessary arrangements could be 
made, thye began the construction of 
their meeting-house, which was fin- 
ished in the fall of 1842, and dedi- 
cated to God under the title of St. 
Mary’s church, Sept. 18th, 1842, by 
the Right Rev. Bishop Fenwick. 

“In 1851, the Catholic worshippers 
of the central part of the town found 
it very inconvenient to travel so far 
as West Quincy to church; to obviate 
this difficulty Father Rodden, in 1851, 
purchased a site for a church of Mr. 
Francis Williams, on School street, 
corner of Gay; where immediately 
after the removal of the house and 
barn that stood on the land, they be- 
an building operations.

HONEST WORK. 


Hon. E. C. Bumpus gave an inter- 
esting talk Wednesday evening in the 
Unitarian chapel under the auspices 
of the Quincy Historical society. Mr. 
Bumpus’ subject was “Panama” from 
which country he recently returned. 

Brooks Adams, Esq., presided and 
in introducing the speaker said that 


when he first began the practice of 
law it was in the district court at 
which Mr. Bumpus was the justice. 


He had watched his career from that 
time to his appointment to go to} 
Panama to settle some land disputes, 
and noted his success. 

Mr. Bumpus said that he would} 
quote largely from authors who had 
written Spanish history. He spoke at 
length of the history of Panama from | 
earliest times, and the famous canal, 
interspersing his remarks with some 
incidents by way of illustration. The}

He spoke of the early Spanish set-

A pleasant fall day attracted many 
club women to the #ederation meet- 
ing ‘Tuesday at Bridgewater, the 
Oussamequin club being hostess for 
ihe day, Mrs. George M. Webber, 
president, extending greetings at the 
opening of the meeting. 

Miss Georgie A. Bacon president of 
the M. S. F. responded. 

Mrs. Maragaret J. Blair, spoke on 
“Home Making as an Art,” saying in 
part women re beginning to realize the 
beauty, the dignity, the breadth of op- 
portunity home-making offers and 
also the irksomeness and very poor 
results gained when these respon- 
sibilities come to untrained women. 

The ability of the industrially edu- 
cated girl to plan every detail of her 
home trom its location, architecture, 
sanitation, etc., to its minutest de- 
tail. The great need for good train- 
ing in household economics not alone 
as an esesntial for the woman who 
performs the duties herself but for 
the one who depends upon maids, is 
pointed out for without such train- 
ing she cannot competently direct 
them, 

So soon as women generally realize 
What a very interesting thing house- 
keeping is, a different attitude toward 
it will set in. Every life has its sor- 
did elements. ‘There are pots and 
pans, if I may call them so, in every 
vital endeavor. Even the writing ot 
books and the painting of pictures 
have their dishwashing moments, and 
those of you who have tried to get 
worthy bills through the legislature 
will agree with me that the high vo- 
cation of public reformer has its 
seamy side. 

The last era in education was the 
era of the specialist, but even now 
that is passing, and the value of a 
broader training is urged by the best 
educators. Especially is this broader 
training desirable for women, and, if 
women specialize at all nowadays, 
they are apt to specialize in being a 
woman, with all her arts and sci- 
ences in a subjective place. 

The afternoon session opened with 
a musical program, a group of songs 
by Mrs. Elizabeth Cary Lord, accom- 
panied by Mr. George S. Dunham. 

Mrs. Lillas Folger told of the Inter- 
national Congress on Tuberculosis. 
The paper of the afternoon was on 
“Organized Work for the Home.” 

Caroline L. Hunt favored organiza- 
tion and cooperation. She said: lI 
hope that as our organization adds to 
itself state federations, district feder- 
ations, city federations, separate clubs 
and individual women, it will turn its 
attention more and more in the direc- 
tion of those forms of work for which 
organization is not only desirable, but 


indispensable. And I hope that, of! 


the united activities upon which the 
clubs will enter in the future, a larger 
and larger per cent will be in con- 
nection with those labors which fall 
to woman, either naturally or because 
of expediency, and which constitute 
her duties, responsibilites and obliga- 
tions. 

United action within narrow limits 
was the rule in the old-fashioned 
home, and the co-operative activities 


supplied developed and put a pre- 


fishness, generosity and helpfulness. 
When home industries were aban- 
doned, and women began to buy 
rather than to make, it seemed for a 
time as if they were coming to find 
it necessary, even for the maintenance 
of home, to develope the bargaining 
spirit, to become shrewd, calculating 
and suspicious. But within the field 
of competition into which they have 
been forced, women are creating for 
themselves centers for cooperation 
and the traits of character which are 
then being developed are similar to

NORTH DAKOTA LAUNCHED. 


With cheers loud and long from a 
gathering of fully ten thousand men, 
women and children, the North Dako- 
ta, the largest battleship in the 
United States navy, as well as the 
largest battleship in the world, was 
successfully launched Tuesday from 
the works of the Fore River Ship- 
building Co., fully 60 per cent com- 
pleted. Unusual rapid progress has 
been made in the building of this ves- 
sel and the Fore River Company has 
established a new record, for it was 
not until Dec. 16, 1907, that the keel 
of the vessel was laid. Aside from 
being the largest battleship she is al- 
so the first vessel of the new type of 
20,000 tons battleships to be launched. 

Requests for tickets came from far 
and wide, but owing to lack of room 
the number of tickets issued was 
limited to five hundred. Holders of 
these tickets were confined to an in- 
closure at the south side of the ves- 
sel, as it was feared if they were al- 
lowed to roam about the yards some 
one would be injured. Although the 
number of tickets issued was limited, 
thousands were able to witness the 
launch from the shores of the Fore 
river which afforded an excellent op- 
portunity. These shores were black 
with humanity, both at Quincy Point, 
North Weymouth and East Braintree. 

The North Dakota party arrived in 
Boston at 7 o'clock and were met 
at the South Terminal by Brig. Gen. 
William” B. Emery, Maj. Talbot AlI- 
drich and Maj. Philip S. Sears, who 
represented the state of Massachu- 
setts. Carriages were immediately 
taken for The Vendome where break- 
fast was served. 

At 10.15 a special train left Boston 
for the shipyard. This train was run 
to East Braintree from which point 
it was taken over the private track of 
the Fore River Co, to the yard, land- 
ing the party within a few feet of the 
launching stand. As the train came 
to a stop, Gov. John Burke of North 
Dakota, and his staff, resplendent in 
gold lace, stepped from the train and 
were met by President Bowles of the 
Fore River Co. Gov. Burke presented 
Miss Mary Benton, daughter of Col. 
John K. Benton of Fargo, North 
Dakota, who was the sponsor of the 
vessel. Miss Benton was accompaned 
by Mrs. Alice Nelson Page of Grand 
Forks, North Dakota, who was her 
chaperon. 

President Bowles presented Miss 
Benton with a bouguet of American 
Beauty roses which she carried in her 
hand and a corsage bouquet of violets 
Mrs. Page was also given a bouquet 
of violets. 

The party were immediately escort- 
ed to the launching stand that had 
been erected about the bow of the 
vessel, and which was gaily decorat- 
ed with the National colors. Hardly 
had- the party reached the launching 
stand when a rope of tri-colored rib- 
bon, to which was attached a bottle 
of wine, was lowered from the deck 
and placed in the hands of Miss Ben- 
ton.

President Bowles then spoke brief- 
ly on the advantage of a merchant 
marine and introduced Mayor William 
T. Shea of Quincy who extended the 
welcome of the City of Quincy.

Americans. On behalf of the City of 
Quincy, I extend to you the freedom 
of this city, on this most auspicious 
occasion.

Let us not forget, we who are pres- 
ent today at this launching that we 
are witnessing not only the naming 
of the biggest ship in the United 
States navy but that we are also testi- 
fying by our presence to the honor 
of the Fore River company in that it 
has completed to the launching point, 
the qrickest piece of shipbuilding ever 
done in this country. It is less than 
a year ago since the keel was laid 
and today she rides the sea sixty per 
cent completed. 

So, you see, this occasion is one of 
double significance. May the future 
of this ship be as successful as her 
history up to this point. May she ever 
bring honor and credit to the govern- 
ment she represents, to the state for 
whom she is named, for the Common- 
wealth wherein she was built and 
launched ,to this historic city by the 
sea and—may she never strike her 
flag!

Mr. Newhall and Mr. Pope 
and when they learned that 
loved ones were probably in 
house they were almost overcome 
with grief. 

As soon as Chief Williams learned 
that there were persons in the house 
he and his men _ redoubled their 
efforts. Ladders were raised to the 
upper windows and the firemen fought 
their way into the building through 
the blinding smoke and intense heat. 
They soon

was on the bed and the other on the 


floor. In an adjoining room was the 
body of Mrs, Belcher on the _ floor 
near a burned bed. 


They had been suffocated by smoke 
and then had been partly burned, Mrs. 
Belcher being more badly burned 
than the children. The effect of the 
four hydrant streams and the two 
chemical streams soon got the fire 
under control, but not before the up- 
per part of the building had been bad- 
ly gutted. No fire reached the lower 
part of the building, the damage there 
being wholly by water. 

In the meantime Medical Examiner 
Jones had been notified, and he and 
the ambulance from Hall's stable 
were soon on hand. The charred re- 
mains were tenderly lifted and taken 
in the ambulance to the morgue. 

There are several theories as 
the cause of the fire, but 
Chief Williams is inclined to believe 
the cause to have been children and 
matches. Mr. Newhall used the upper 
part of the house for a _ carpenter 
shop, and the theory is that the chil- 
dren were up their playing and set 
the house on fire. That they then 
shouted to their aunt, Mrs. Belcher, 
who dropped the baby on the floor 
and rushed up stairs and tried to 
make her way through the smoke and 
flames to the front of the house where 
the children were. That she then 
went to an adjoining room to open a 
window and was overcome. 

When the firemen raised their lad- 
der to this window it was found 
closed, and they had to smash it to 
get their line of hose in. Another 
theory is that the fire caught from a 
defective chimney. After the fire it 
was found that one of the bricks of 
the chimney was out and that sparks 
from this may have caused the fire. 

Chief Williams estimates the loss on

It will be a very welcome Christmas 
gift to the teachers and pupils of the 
Coddington school if they can move 
into their new school building before 
the new year. 


The failure to file papers nominat- 
ing George H. Wilson as a candidate 
for Mayor as well as the failure of 
the Socialists to file the papers which 
they took out means that the contest 
for the chief office in the gift of the 
citizens of Quincy is narrowed down 
between Mayor Shea and Eugene R. 
Stone. From what is known of both 
gentlemen, it means that the contest 
while keen will be free from the ob- 
jectionable features that have chara- 
terized many of the elections in Quin- 
cy in other years. In addition to the 
regular nomination of the Democratic | 
party Mayor Shea’s name on the bal-| 
lot wil also be followed by the word 
“citizens” as papers nominating him| 
as such were filed. These papers con- 
tained 250 signatures. 

No Socialists papers of any kind 
having been filed it means that for the 
first time for years there will be no 
names on the official ballot of that 
party. Papers for Mayor and Council- 
men at Large were taken out but for 
some reason they were not returned.

The City Council passed an order 
Monday night requesting the Mayor to 
secure in writing, from Charles A. 
Brigham, whose plans for a four room 
addition to the Lincoln school build- 
ing have been accepted by the school 
committee, to waive all claims for 
architects fees if the addition shoulda 
exceed the sum of $12,000. Mean- 
while the order is hung up in the City 
Council. It is a very unusual thing 
for Quincy to take such a step as this. 
It is a wise one however and if it had 
been taken in other cases, the Cod- 
dington school for instance, the city 
would have saved money. 

It has become a time honored cus- 
tom in Quincy when architects com- 
pete to furnish plans for new build- 
ings, to submit a low figure for the 
estimated amount for which said 
building can be built. 

This has considerable weight with 
the committee and an order is re- 
ported appropriating the sum named 
in the estimate of the architect. 
Bids are advertised for and when 
opened it invariably turns out that they 
are all above the amount appropriat- 
ed. The result is that an additional 
amount has to be appropriated. In 
the case of the Lincoln school the 
architects estimate was $11,000. The 
City Council did not believe this suf- 
ficient and made the amount $12,000. 
It now remains to be seen if Mr. 
Brigham will sign the agreement de- 
sired. Failure on his part to do this 
means that the Lincoln school addi- 
tion matter must be gone all over 
again.

And what an easy mark Wollaston 
now is!

In the first instance those who 
knew of it kept lights burning at 
night; and in addition I was compelled 
to take in for the night, for possible 
protection my next door neighbors, two 
ladies, the man of the house beins ab- 
sent. Last Monday a suspiious 
character was in evidence on Newport 
avenue all day long.

Mayor Shea’s contingent fund would 
not admit of further payments on 
this account. What will Mr. Freeman 
and his colleague do for us? What 
will the Councilmen at large who also 
ask for our votes, do for us when the 
appropriation bill comes up? Mayor 
Shea is already on record as anxious 
that Wollaston should be sufficiently 
protected. So far as the writer can 
learn the only issue before us at the 
coming City election is the choice of 
men who will (and they can if they 
will give us three permanent police 
officers.

First aid to the 
injured certainly bears on the home 
and a knowledge of food values, 
marketing and cooking goes a long 
way toward the making of a home. 

In another sense it is a home after- 
noon for the speaker Mrs. Mary L. 
Wade of Atlantic is a member of the 
club and interested in its work. No 
one is better qualified to speak on the 
home than Mrs. Wade and her years 
of a experience in teaching cooking 
and demonstrating will give club 
members a most pleasant hour and 
later it is hoped that as an outcome 
of the lecture members will form a 
cooking class under Mrs. Wade, “Food 
Values; Marketing and Cooking” will 
be the subject of Mrs. Wade's lecture. 

Preceding Mrs. Wade’s lecture there 
will be a twenty minute talk on 
“First Aid to the Injured.” 

A writer in the Boston Record this 
week says: 

“Last winter and again this fall 1 


have heard of many young women 
who are taking instruction, through 


one source or another, in first aid to 
the injured. It is a most interesting 
subject to almost every one and none 
can tell how soon the knowledge may 
result in far more than the demonstra- 
tion of a mere accomplishment. 

Boston people are becoming more, 
and more devoted to the out-of-door 
life, and it is to be questioned if any 
other community equals in this re- 
spect. It is relatively a small part of 
the year that those who are governed 
only by inclination spend in town, and 
when out of town all sorts of emer- 
gencies occur. A man may be brought 
limping back from the hay-field cut 
by a scythe, anyone, may tear his 
hand on a rusty nail climbing a fence 
to reach a trout brook, or there may 
be a twisted ankle. 

It is at such times that the young 
woman with some knowledge of what 
to do and what not to do shines. 
When the rest are filled with good in- 
tentions, but have no idea what to do, 
she is able to take command and con- 
trol the situation until the doctor can 
arrive, if the case be serious. 

However, many injuries that at first 
seem arivial, and for which no sur- 
geon would be summoned, may readily 
develop septic conditions; but all the 
trouble that would be the inevitable 
result if nothing were done may be 
forestalled by the young woman who 
knows that certain tablets should be 
dissolved in the proper amount of 
water, the wound bathed in the solu- 
tion and put up in gauze and collodion. 
And, too, she must know how to do it.” 

In the family where there are small 
children meeting with all kinds of ac- 
cidents at all hours of the day, what 
to do as first aid until the doctor ar- 
rives is important and often saves a 
life or much suffering. 

The club is interested in establish- 
ing a dispensary and has signified to 
the doctors of Quincy their readiness 


to cooperate with them if the work 
should be undertaken. Since the 
tuberculosis exhibition interest has 


awakened in Quincy and surely much 
good will result.

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MINSTREL SHOW. 


The second annual minstrel show of 
the Quincy Point social club was 
held Tuesday evening in Quincy 
Music hall, and the hall was packed 
to its utmost capacity. For two long 
months, two or three nights a week 
the big chorus has ‘been practicing 
and last night the members were re- 
paid for their trouble by the grand 
success of the show. 

It was without a doubt the most 
elaborate show that has been present- 
ed to the people of Quincy for a long 
time, and though called a minstrel 
show, it was in reality a high class 
musical comedy. The costumes were 
from C. W. Ware of Boston and were 
extremely attractive and pleasing to 
the eye. 

The colored lights from the gallery 
that were flashed upon the grand 
chorus of 80 voices, composed of the 
pick of Quincy's boys and girls 
caused a sight that will long remain 
in the minds of those who witnessed 
the performance. The show was un- 
der ‘the personal direction of Dom F. 
Keegan, of Boston. Mr. Keegan is a 
wonder at this work and the way he 
brings out the different effects is 
surprising. 

The performance, unlike the usual 
run of minstrel shows in Quincy, was 
full of action from start to finish. 
There was something to watch all the 
time, from the time the curtain went 
up on the opening chorus until it 
went down amid great applause on the 
grand finale, in which every one in 
the show appeared upon the stage at 
once. 

The evening’s entertainment began 
with an overture by Thomson's or- 
chestra and promptly at 8 o’clock the 
big company burst forth into the first 
part of the opening chorus, which in- 
troduced Edmund J. Courtney, as in- 
terlocutor and four of the ends, “Din” 
Sweeney, Gertrude Walker, “Joe” 
Matthews and Gretchen Mischler. 

Just as Mr. Courtney was saying “I 
take great pleasure etc.,” there was a 
commotion and a wild yell in the 
back of the hall. Soon Francis Sween- 
ey, in the garb of a Sumner street 
Jew was seen coming down the aisle 
with a basket on his arm. He was 
shouting at the top of his voice in his 
inimitable Jew dialect, asking the peo- 
ple to buy suspenders etc. 

In his wake dressed as an officer of 


the law came “Bob” Smith, to see 
what was the matter. Straight up to 
the front of the hall went the ped- 


dler, and Mr. Courtney asked him 
why he was trying to break up the 
performance. “Francy” replied he 
didn’t think he was doing so and said 
he was an actor. The interlocutor 
then asked him to come and sing, and 
the Jew sang that western love song, 
“Tough Guy Levi” and received great 
applause. 

The rest of the opening chorus was 
then sung and the program continued 
in order, consisting of end songs and 
ballads by the cream of local min- 
strel beaus and belles. The  firsi 
was, “I don’t know who wrote ‘Home 
Sweet Home,’ but he must have been 
a single man,” by Joe Matthews. Joe 
made his debut as an end but made a 
big hit with his song. Several origi- 
nal parodies on local topics brought 
out great applause. 

A very popular young man followed 
with a ballad, Mr. Edwin C. Donovan. 
“Ed” sang “When I am away from 
you,” and he made a great hit with 
his beautiful baritone voice. He was 
assisted by Roxbury’s favorite, Anna 
A. Daly, who answered him from the 
balcony. This pair brought forth 
tremendous applause, for it was a 
feature entirely new to local people. 

Two end songs followed in suc- 
cession, by Gretchen Mischler, “Kiss 
your Minstrel boy, Good-bye,” and by 


“Din” Sweeney, a well-known end, 
who sang, “Mother hasn't spoke to 
father since.” This latter is an ex- 


tremely funny and catchy song, and 
took the house. A few parodies also 
helped out and “Din” got a great 
hand. 

At this point two of Quincy’s most 
popular ends were introduced, 
“Francy” Sweeney, the Quincy “cut- 
up” and “Bob” Smith, long boy from 
West Quincy. Eva Jones, the pride of 
Quiney Point, then sang “Somewhere 
there is Some One I'd like to know.” 
This is one of “Joe” Daly’s big hits 
and Eva did it justice last night. 

“Bob” Smith, the biggest man in 
the show was the next man, and he 
appeared as a country parson, singing 
“What you goin’ to tell Old St. Peter?” 
“Bob” acted his part perfectly and 
brought down the house.

GOVERNOR GUILD’S THANKSGIY- 
ING PROCLAMATION, 


“Earnest and sincere belief in 
Divine guidance, deep rooted faith 
that even present apparent evil must 
ultimately convert to good, upheld tne 
founders of New England through 
trials that everywhere utterly des- 
troyed settlements made by men less 
completely convinced of their own 
duty, less deeply trustful Divine wis- 
dom. Not for ease, but for strength, 
was the prayer of the Puritan, and in 
his prayer he disciplined his soul by 
seeking cause less for repining than 
for praise. 

“In accordance with the beautiful 
custom which, since Governor Lrad- 
ford called the colonists together after 
their first harvest, has yearly set 
aside a day at this season for the 
special acknowledgment of the mer- 
cies vouchsafed to us, I therefore, 
with the advice and consent of the 
honorable council, appoint Thursday, 
Noy. 26, as a day for the giving otf 
thanks te Almighty God. 

“In our testimony of gratitude for 
evil escaped or good achieved, 
whether we bear it by spoken word 
in the house of worship or in the 
quiet communings of our own hearts, 
let us not forget reverently to ac- 
knowledge the blessing of peace. 

“Peace has entered among the ne- 
tions. The long impending crisis ihat 
was to drench Europe with blood has 
passed. There has come with it not 
war, but the liberation of a patient 
and ancient race from a yoke of cen- 
turies old. The white fleet of our 
country bears ovr flag to the Orient 
and to the South Seas, but that there 
ever was a prophecy of the exaspera- 
tion of enemies is forgotten in a 
world-wide revelation of friends. 

“To the ancient sources of barbaric 
assault on civilization, the regions of 
immemorial oppression ,the lands ot! 
the Scythian, the Persian, the ‘lurk 
and the Tartar, has come the gospel 
of popular freedom; and freedom, 
not license, is peace. 

“Peace is spread among the creeds. 
The old races, the mingling of whose 
blood swells the veins of the new, 
virile, strong American race, have 
brought to this soil varying methods 
of worship, but the old intolerance 
has gone forever. Every year men 
quarrel less and less over the differ- 
ence in the manner of their devotion. 
Every year with the greater measure 
of mutual respect, comes the deeper 
sense of brotherhood under the same 
Divine Father. 

“May this great gift of peace abide. 
May it never be confounded with ser- 
vility or sloth. As war is death, so 
peace is life. May we reverently use 
it not each for himself alone, but 
each for his least fortunate neigh- 
bor, that he, too, may revel in life 
and enjoy it more abundantly.” 


RELAY RACE, 


The long distance relay race under 
the auspices of the Massachusetts— 
Rhode Island division of the Y. M. C. 
A. was run off on Saturday and 
proved to be a great success.

After many years of newspaper 
business under the firm name of 
Green & Prescott and later as George 
W. Prescott & Son it has been de- 
cided by the heirs of the late owner, 
George W. Prescott, to perpetuate his 
name and change the firm name again. 
With this end in view the business has 
been incorporated under the laws of 
Massachusetts as the George W. Pres- 
cott Publishing Company, with Mrs. 
Prescott as president, Dr. John F. 
Welch, vice president and Miss Annie 
L. Prescott secretary and treasurer. 
The change of name will go into 
effect as soon as a few business de- 
tails can be arranged probably about 
the first of December. 


According to Elisha Gibbs, of Mid- 
dleboro who is known as the Long 
Neck weather prophet, we are going 
to have a rip-roaring long tough win- 
ter and plenty of snow and ice. He 
says “We are going to have a long 
cold winter this year, and don’t forget 
what I tell you. You just watch it 
and see if I am correct when it’s past. 
They can guess by their goose bones 
and all sorts of things, but I watch 
the kind of weather we are getting 
and judge ‘by that.” 


Although the conference of New 
England Governors has been heralded 
as the opening of a new era of unity 
and of better understanding between 
the people of the New England states, 
it rests largely with the citizens of 
the various states interested whether 
anything really permanent is accom- 


plished. 

The Governors can merely suggest 
certain policies tending to the unifi- 
cation of various laws and to the con- 
servation and development of our 
natural resources; but unless the peo- 
ple give their consent, and cooperate 
with the executives in furthering 
these policies nothing permanent or 
beneficial will be gained.

International affairs, which have 
been disturbing, are now more set- 
tled than for several months. The 
deaths of the Emperor and Dowager 
Empress of China fortunately pro- 
duced no crisis and none is expected. 
The reproof which has been adminis- 
tered to the Emperor of Germany, un- 
palatable as it may have been, will 
work for the peace of the world, 
which more than once has been ser- 
jously threatened by his indiscreet 
utterances. Balkan affairs are also 
quiet for the time being, though dis- 
turbances there are nearly always 
possible. Fortunately these problems 
will come before an International 
Conference, the chief purpose of which 
will be to maintain peace. The finan- 
cial markets of Europe are in better 
condition than a year ago, though 
there has been no such recuperation 
on the other side as here. The Unit- 
ed States leads not only in booms but 
in recoveries from panic; thus sus- 
taining its reputation for strength and 
optimism. 

+ 

The Civic improvement committees 
in many places are taking up the mat- 
ter of the unsightly advertising 
boards that disfigure the natural 
beauty of cities. Right here in Quin- 
cy there are many examples of these 
same advertising boards. The owners 
of the boards are not at all particu- 
lar of the class of advertising that is 
given space on these boards and they 
are fast becoming a public nuisance. 
Along nearly every main  thorough- 
fare in Quincy there are several of 
these boards and the time has come 
when something should be done to 
elimate them altogether or at least 
control them in some way so that they 
will cease to be a nuisance. The 
Civic committee of the Quincy 
Womens’ club has done much to im- 
prove the general appearance of cer- 
tain localities, especially near the 
Quincy depot, and could if they took 
hold of this question accomplish much 
in that direction. Certainly they 
would receive the thanks of all good 
citizens who take pride in having 
their home city look attractive.

One person out of every seven of 
the inhabitants of the United States 
is injured annually according to the 
Statistics of accident underwriters 
and during the last three years the 
annual average of accidents in New 
York on the surface, elevated and 
subway traction systems has been 34,- 
000 persons. A goodly percentage of 
the total number of accidents in the 
country at large is due to the opera- 
tions of the railroads. 

Edwin B. Quakenbush, an under- 
writer, has gathered statistics, which 
show that while there are 107,000 per- 
sons seriously injured and 10,046 killed 
annually on the railroads of this coun- 
try, the loss of life due to steam rail- 
roads in England, Germany and 
France is about 100 each year. This 
disparity is ascribed variously to the 
hours of the employes on the foreign 
roads, to the limited schedules under 
which trains are operated, and, of 
course, to the limited mileage of track. 
Perhaps a more impressive picturing 
of the accidents on American rail- 
roads is shown by the statement that 
one person is injured for every one 
and three-fourths miles of track, and 
one is killed for every 20 1-2 miles. 

This is a subject of most serious 
import and calls for a most rigid in- 
vestigation in order that the proper 
methods may be taken whereby these 
accidents in a large degree can be 
prevented.—Gloucesier Times.

The list of contributors to the Re- 
publican campaign fund is interest- 
ing reading, of course.

Comparatively few will 
give a second thought to the question 
why it should require the expenditure 
of a million and a half dollars by one 
party and nearly three-quarters of a 
million by another to enable the peo- 
ple to vote intelligently on the issues 
of a national election—Boston Herald.

Warnings have been sent out by 
the state department of weights and 
measures to the sealer of weights and 
measures of every city and town 
calling upon them to pay particular 
attention to “short weighing” during 
the Thanksgiving and Christmas hol- 
idays. This order is aimed primarily 
at hucksters and peddlers who sell 
turkeys and fowl, but also includes 
all who may see the opportunity for 
a dishonest penny during the rush of 
trade.

QUINCY WOMEN’S CLUB. 

Large gatherings seem to be the 
rule this season at the meetings of the 
Quincy Women’s club and home 
afternoon on Tuesday proved an at- 


tractive feature. A new raised plat- 
form has been added to the club 
room since the last meeting, large 


enough ito accommodate the officers 
and piano, making it easier for club 
members to hear and see. 

Mrs. George W. Morton president, 
conducted the short business session 
after which a twenty-minute talk was 
given by Mrs. Emma Locke of Somer- 
ville on “First Aid to the injured.” 
She pointed out the benefit a little of 
the right kind of knowledge was in 
an accident when perhaps it took 
some time to get a skilled physician. 
The person who knew what to do and 
did it promptly was a blessing. It 
is something that women should know 
especially mothers of large families. 
Mrs. Locke hoped a class in first aid 
would be formed in Quincy. 

The chairman of the program com- 
mittee Miss Edith Randall then in- 
troduced Mrs. Mary L. Wade, a club 
woman, lecturer and authority on 
domestic matters. Her subject was 
“Food Values; Marketing and Cook- 
ing.” She gave a most interesting 
talk receiving close attention. Speak- 
ing of food values she said that food 
played an important part in the wel- 
fare of a community. A child im- 
properly fed was bound to live im- 
properly and often led up to crime. 
People need water plenty of pure cold 
water not with meals but between 
times. A glass of cold water often 
acted as a tonic. Ice water was bad. 
Hot water had a soothing effect. It 
was an art to boil water bringing it 
just to the point and not continuing 
to boil. Tea, coffee, and vegetables 
were too often spoiled by over boil- 
ing. Fat was needful, wholesome 
meat fats, butter, olive oil, and milk 
important food articles. 

Knew of one family who used olive 
oil in their baked beans instead of 
pork. Nuts and cheese had much 
food value but were better as a part 
of the meal than at the end of the 
meal. Housekeepers should use care 
to provide variety, not have too much 
starch at a meal, such as_ potatoes, 
macaroni and bread but introduce 
green salads, etc. Eating in pleasant 
company was an aid to digestion. A 
healthy animal was a happy animal 
which was equally true of children 
Sugar is a heat producer and was 
better for a child than most deserts 
but was injurious between meals. 
Home made candy was pure and 
children should be encouraged to 
make it instead of buying. Cereals 
should be well cooked and chewed as 
they contain starch. Too much eat- 
ing is bad. Poorly cooked food often 
caused husbands to take to drinking. 
Make household affairs a pleasure in- 
stead of drudgery. 


In buying learn to depend on your- 
self instead of the butcher. A course 
in buying is as essential as knowing 
how to cook. Inexpensive cuts of 
meat were nutritious if one knew how 
to buy and to cook. Get the standard 
articles of the grocer, not the sub- 
stitutes which he says is just as good. 
Proper nutrition forms character and

CLUB NOTES. 

A recent writer in the Bostun 
Record has touched upon a vital poin: 
in club meetings as follows: 

“A woman from the West, who as 
the guest of her sister, a Boston wom- 
an, had attended one of the meetings 
of the latter’s club, interested me very 
much a day or so ago with her com- 
ments on the programme, 

“Did you not find the meeting very 
interesting?” her sister asked her, 
but the Western woman qualified her 
reply. “Well,” she said, “I can see 
how it might have been of great in- 
terest to the members, but I do not 
understand how you could have ex- 
pected the strangers present to be- 
come so very enthusiastic about the 
projects the club is undertaking.” 

“Why, it was our regular business 
meeting and we considered the reports 
of our committees very good indeed,” 
said the sister, “especially those of 
the committees on tuberculosis and 
civil service reform.” 

The visitor said nothing more at the 
time but later to me she voiced the 
opinion that the reports, ito be of in- 
terest to people not familiar with the 
details of a movement were too techni- 
cal and too full of statistics. 

“For instance,” she explained, “how 
much do you suppose the listeners at 
a public club meeting care how many 
postage stamps have been used by the 
club during the past year or how 
many letters the corresponding 
secretary has written? 

“It is only an instance of how much 
importance we women seem to pay to 
comparatively unimportant details. 
When a club meeting is supposed to 
last only about an hour and a half, 
why should the reading of such re- 
ports take up so large a part of the 
time? The object of the meeting of 
many of the important women’s clubs 
is to enlist in the many good causes 
that are being undertaken, more help- 
ers, and I think that women may 
learn a good deal in this regard from 
the men’s clubs organized for philan- 
thropic purposes. 

“To many strangers who have at- 
tended some of the meetings of the 
Massachusetts women’s clubs, it must 
have seemed something like being 
asked to attend a big dinner party 
and then being told how much every 
article of food cost.” 

Mrs. Sarah Platt Decker, the ex- 
president of the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, has long been urg- 
ing the club women to confine their 
reports that are to be read at meet- 
ing as far as possible to the vital 
part of whatever work the club is un- 
dertaking.” 


TO DISCUSS CHARTER, 


An important meeting of the Citi- 
zens’ Association has been called for 
next Monday evening. The subject 
for discussion at the meeting is on 
the advisability of changing the City 
Charier. 

Some weeks ago a special commit- 
tee of the association reported two 
drafts of the proposed new charter 
for Quincy. These were discussed 
informally at the meeting but no 
definite action was taken on account 
of the small atendance. 

Realizing the importance of the sub- 
ject and the desire to get more for- 
mal expression of the citizens as to 
the advisability of amending the 
charter action was postponed until a 
future meeting. 

Invitations have been sent to all 
the clubs and associations of the 
city, inviting them to send a commit- 
tee to the meeting next Monday even- 
ing. 

The response to these invitations 
will probably serve to get an expression 
of public sentiment on the subject. 

Early in the year the matter was 
called to the attention of the City 
Council and a special committee was 
appointed to consider the subject. 
The committee advertised and held a 
public haring some weeks later in th 
Council Chamber. 

The hearing was attended by less 
than a dozen citizens not one of whom 
desired to be heard. Then the Citi- 
zens’ Association took up the matter 
but up to the present time have met 
with but little more success than did 
the Council Committee.

FOOT BALL SEASON ENDED. 


The local High school football sea- 
son came to an end on Saturday at 
Dorchester. The season is considered 
one of the most successful in the 
history of the school, and indeed it 
was a creditable showing that the 
boys made against the best teams of 
Greater Boston. An outline of the 
season’s work will appear in a few 
days. 

The Crimson triumphed over the 
Blue on Saturday for the first time 
since 1901, the score 4-0, being the 
closest in the history of these annual 
Struggles between Harvard and Yale. 
Harvard was confident of vistory, but 
that she would win on a goal from 
the field was hardly thought of by the 
coaches, players, or undergrauates. 

It was surely a great piece of head- 
work, almost intuition, that prompt- 
ed Coach Percy Haughton to pull 
Ver Viebe from the game and substi- 
tute “Vic” Kennard, for the sole pur- 
pose of dropping a goal from the field.

While Harvard won, and while Ken- 
nard and Haughton are being laud- 
ed to the skies by football enthusi- 
asts throughout the country, one man 
who wore the good old blue of Yale 
must not be forgotten. “Ted” Coy, 
the wonderful fullback of the Eli 
team deserves a lot of credit for his 
grand work, it might almost be said, 
unaided and alone. 

This blonde haired defender of the 
Blue was a tower of strength and 
twice on terrific plunges through the 
line, he carried the ball the whole 
length of the field, only to have his 
team lose it on a fumble.

CHARACTERISTICS OF LONGEVITY 


A careful examination will show 
that certain physical characteristics 
are usually associated with longevity. 
Perhaps the most noticeable of these 
is carriage. Ninety-nine out of one 
hundred people have curvature of the 
spine. The octogenarian is the hun- 
dredth man. His spine 1s a straight 
line, his head erect, his chest broad 
and deep. This means that the vital 
organs are properly supported by the 
attachments provided by nature, and 
that they do not rest upon and crowd 
each other.

The oxygen is the only real 
food; for only the matter oxidized 
in the system becomes tissue. Deep, 
full breathing means an immensely 
increased amount of oxygen, ingested, 
and an equally augmented quantity of 
poisonous matter eliminated by the 
lungs. Mental quietude is essential 
to proper breathing. The excited man

focates with joy, palpitates with en- 
thusiasm, chokes with rage, gasps 
with astonishment, sighs from the in- 
tensity of his attachments—the emo- 
tional individual by every inequality 
in his respiration abbreviates his life.

VICTORY CELEBRATED. 


} The demonstration given on Elec- 
! tion night celebrating the sweeping 
| victory of Mayor Shea in mayoralty 
fight was without doubt the greatest 
in the history of the famous old 
Granite City. “His Honor” may well 
feel proud of the reception he re- 
ceived wherever he went. It was a| 
perfect night and never before had 
j such interest been shown in a city 
election. The overwhelming victory 
jot Mr. Shea coming after predictions 
that it would be a close contest 
| caused everyone to be keyed up to the 
highest point of interest. The streets 
were crowded all evening, the sec- 
tion between the Daily Ledger office 
and City Hall being almost impass- 
able. 

If the general public was aroused 
to such a high pitch of excitement, 
what can be said of the more ardent 
Supporters of Mr. Shea? Their en- 
thusiasm was unbounded and from 
the time the big parade started in 
West Quincy till it broke up in front 
of Mayor Shea’s home, the ardor and 
enthusiasm of the crowd did not 
slacken in the least. 

Everybody knew that there would 
be a wild celebration if Mr. Shea was 
elected and nobody was disappointed. 
The first evidence of the demonstra- 
tion was a fire in front of Daily 
Ledger office. Some over-enthusias- 
tic youngster set some barrels afire 
and caused quite a stir for a few min- 
utes, 


It was getting along towards 8 
o'clock and everybody was eagerly 


waiting for the coming of the tri- 
umphal procession. Soon in the dis- 
tance sounds of a loud cheering anda 
band playing, came to the ears uf the 
waiting throng and as if it was but 
one person speaking, the words came 
out, “Here they come.” 

Then a glare of light met the eye 
and the parade came into full view. 
Down the street they came headed by 
a band, with Maurice Cohen as drum 
major and James F. Burke as chief 
marshal. Immediately behind came 
the Ward Four Democratic committee 
and then in his big touring car His 
Honor, the Mayor, with City Solicitor 
John W. McAnarney and other city 
officials. 

Behind these came a line of men, 
women and children all carrying some 
evidence of victory. Almost 300 
carried brand new brooms signifying 
victory and a clean sweep. These 
were donated by Henry L. Kincaide, 
who is one of Mayor Shea’s most 
ardent admirers. Others carried 
| torches of various kinds and pictures 
of the Mayor on the ends of sticks. 

Straight down Hancock street came 
the line having come from West Quin- 
cy down Copeland street, Water to 
Franklin, to School and thence to 
Hancock strete. 

As the procession passed the Daily 
Ledger office three cheers was given 


for the paper. On they went on 
their victorious way into Quincy 
square. 


Just before they got to City Hall 
all the brooms and torches were light- 
ed. Two old wagons filled with burn- 
ing barrels and boxes, dragged by 

| wilting hands, added to the glare of 

the occasion. Thousands of people 
lined the streets on both sides and 
the sea of faces that stood out in the 
glare of the firey torches made a mem- 
orable sight. 


The crowds on the Unitarian church 
j Steps and on the steps of City Hall 
cheered themselves hoarse as the 
victorious candidate passed. The 
parade passed as far as Hancock 
square in front of Adams Academy 
and then returned by the way of 
Washington street to Foster street 
and the Elks’ club. 

As the Mayor turned into Foster 
street the Elks began their reception. 
A Fourth of July celebration was a 
back number to what this was. From 
all parts of the clubhouse sky-rock- 
ets and roman candles were shot in- 
to space, red lights lighting up the 
vicinity so that it was as ‘light as 
day. Cannon crackers were shot off 
at wholesale, and it semed as if there 
was no limit to their supply of fire- 
works,

The number of marchers had 
been increasing continually trom the 
time it started and at the time the 
parade reached the Mayor's home, it 
is estimated that there were at least 
4,000 in line. 

The procession broke up here at 
about 10 o'clock and the greatest and 
most enthusiastic parade and celebra- 
tion was over. 

lt was indeed a great tribute to the 
popularity of Mayor Shea and it was 
an event that will go down in the his- 
tory of Quincy politics.

OTHER PLANS DISCUSSED. 


Now that the public hearings on 
the matter of separation of the grades 
at the Saville and Water street rail- 
road crossings have been closed many 
are asking what has become of the 
numerous other plans presented to 
the special commission as a solution | 
of the subject? Not a word has been 
said either for or against any of 
these plans since they were presented. 
In fact the only plans upon which | 
any evidence was submitted were 
those presented by the city and by 
the railroad. It is also a fact accord-| 
ing to the ruling of ex-Governor Bates | 
chairman of the commission that none! 
would have been permitted. | 

At some of the hearings G. B. Bates 
who has been called the man with a 
depressed feeling attempted to ask 
questions of the witnesses but was) 
not permitted to do so except through 
the City Solicitor. At the hearing) 
Monday Herbert T. Whitman raised} 
the question as to other plans than} 
those of the city and railroad. 

This question brought out for the 
first time the ruling of the commis- 
sion. This ruling in brief was that 
at these hearings none but the parties | 
directly interested could be heard.| 
These are the city, railroad, state) 
and Street Railway company. | 

Ex-Governor Bates said however 
that any other plans presented would! 
be considered in the form of argu- 
ment. That is at the date set for the} 
arguments Dec. 29, any citizen desir-| 
ing to argue in favor of any plan 
other than those of the city or rail- 
road will have the opportunity. 

There seems to be a general feeling | 
that the city plan or the railroad plan 
are not just what will be adopted by| 
the commission for Saville street. | 
The former on the ground of expense} 
and the latter because it does not} 
maintain existing conditions as the!

That the question of developing the 
water ways along the coast of Massa- 
chusetts is attracting wide spread in- 
terest is shown by the following edi- 
torial which appeared in a _ Boston 
paper in regard to Lynn. If the citi- 
zens of Lynn are being aroused is it 


not of the greatest importance to 
Quincy. Lynn is an inland city with 
a limited water front while Quincy 


has a water front that is unsurpassed 
in accessability of any place in New 
England. 

The energy with which the citizens 
of Lynn are pressing their scheme of 
harbor development calls attention to 
the neglected values in the water- 
fronts of Massachusetts. The possi- 
bilities of the Lynn plan, as’ fully as- 
tablished by engineering investiga- 
tion, attracted much attention at the 
Deeper Waterways Association. Lack 


of enthusiasm and interest of the 
recent convention of the Atlantic 
kind that accomplishes results can 


only be accounted for by lack of ap- 
preciation of these possibilities. Ac- 
cording to the plans and surveys the 
project will bring forty feet of deep 
water at low tide to the new dock 
line, which will be less than two 
miles from the open ocean, ten miles 
hearer than the present Boston docks. 
Moreover, the plan includes the filling 
of flats with material dredged from 
the channei, opening up for dock pur- 
poses a territory which is estimated 
as capable of a value of $40,000,000, 
where now no value exists. In a re- 
port made to the state board of trade 
by President Bauer of the Lynn 
board, who represents the state body 
at the waterways convention, refer- 
ence is made to the Lynn pian, to- 
gether with the Merrimac river im- 
provement, the Salem harbor project, 
and the Cape Cod and Fore river 
canal plans. The attitude of Massa- 
chusetts toward these home projects 
was considered as a matter of state 
policy. New York has appropriated 
$351,v00,000 for inland waterway de- 
velopment. New Jersey, Maryland 
and Virginia have established poli- 
cies of internal development. But as 
yet Massachusetts has done practical- 
ly nothing, although possessing a 
natural endowment of facilities capa- 
ble of producing great values. Public 
sentiment responds readily to a call 
for indorsement of these plans, and 
for support by petitions and resolu- 
tions in favor of such projects as na- 
tional undertakings. But if Massa- 
chusetts is to go forward toward her 
greatest development the appeal to 
public sentiment must be with a 
further purpose. Self-help is needed. 
There must be an appreciation of the 
value of these undeveloped resources 
that will be reflected in legislative 
action. Prof. Zueblin sees in the un- 
improved watertront of Boston one of 
its most costly neglected opportuni- 
Ues. Commerce which is the legiti- 
mate claim of this port, goes elst 
where because adequate terminal ana 
docking facilities are lacking. The 
achievement of the Lynn harbor pro- 
ject would create an ocean terminal 
which would take rank with the best 
on the Atlantic coast and would prove 
@ magnet for commerce and produc- 
tive industry. Agitation at home as 
well as at Washington will be bene- 
ficial. 

The Civic committee of the Quincy 
Women’s club is preparing for an ac- 
tive crusade against bill-boards and 
will probably ask the cooperation and 
assistance ot the Board ot Trade, Citi- 
zens’ committee and City officials. It 
looks as though the bill-boards haa 
got to go, and if so it cannot go too 
soon for it is unsightly at best and 
firms using them should be boycotted 
until they discontinue their use.

ELKS’ MEMORIAL SERVICE. 


The annua: memorial service of 
Quincy lodge of Elks was held Sun- 
day afternoon at Greenleaf hall. The 
services were largely attended and 
the services were of a very impressive 
nature. 

Quincey lodge has lost six members 
since its institution in February 1904. 
Three of these William E. Brown, 
Joseph Lizotte and Frederick W. Tir- 
rell the first Exalted Ruler of the 
lodge, have passed away during the 
past year.

There is a rising new 
estimate of a man. The character 
estimate. In ‘this you have sounded 
the keynote of the life worth while. 

Is life worth while? The thought 
we gather from the dead is that which 
will make us better. To make the 
best of what is in us. If not we have 
not lived life worth while. That you 
have gathered here today is evidence 
they have left behind that which is 
worth while. 

The elements that make life worth 
while are, first a square deal. The 
epitaph Mr. Hardy said he would like 
to place on his monument was “That 
he tried to play the game fair.” A 
square deal with the best that is in 
us. 

The second is altruism which you 
eall charity. We need more of that 
today. The spirit of fellowship is 
growing. Men are beginning to’ see 
that they can work together. You are 
bound together for this purpose. 

The eulogy was delivered by Hon. 
William T. A. Fitzgerald of Boston a 
member of Boston lodge. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that today a 
quarter of million of Elks are gathered 
together to show that the memory of 
departed brothers lives forever in our 
hearts. As our Republic sets aside a 
day for paying tribute to the heroes of 
those who fell in battle, the Elks 
have set apart this day to pay tribute 
to those of its members gone before. 
We enjoy the good fellowship of a 
living brother and today we are as- 
sembled to soften the grief of those 
left behind. 

Death to most of us is an object of 
fear. Cowards die many times but a 
brave man dies but once. If our 
lives are properly moulded death will 
be different to us.

A good life is measured not by years 
but by deeds.

WOLLASTON UNITARIAN CLUB. 


A large audience greeted the speak- 
ers at the monthly meeting of the 
Wollaston Unitarian club in the Uni- 
tarian vestry on Tuesday evening, the 
full quota of members being present. 

The subject under discussion was 
that of capital and labor, John F. 
Tobin of the Boston Boot and Shoe 
Workers union taking the side of 
labor, and James H. Soliday, chair- 
man of the judiciary committee of the 
Massachusetts House of Representa- 
tives that of capital. 

Both speakers were very much in 
sympathy with each other, differing 
only in one or two salient points. 

Mr. Tobin opened his argument with 
the statemient, that workers have a 
right to organize and to carry into 
effect certain purposes of this organl- 
zation. 

In earlier history the first organ- 
izers ended their activities in jail and 
labor organizations were forced to 
bury their records in order that they 
might not be used in court against 
them. 

At the present time labor is 
recognized institution, conducted 
the most part along lines that 
safe and sane. 

The labor organization is not per- 
fect and makes mistakes as do other 
similar bodies. However, little good 
is said of labor and all its misdeeds 
are subject to adverse criticism. 

This criticism is a benefit to the 
unions for in proportion as they are 
criticised for what they do, so much 
more will they be cautious in carry- 
ing out of their plans and in the end 
will command favorable public senti- 
ment and resolve into a perfect insti- 
tution. 

In their eagerness to redress what 
they consider wrongs, unions in new-

ly organized trades, through inex- 
perience sometimes pursue illegal 


measures. 

In most cases certain individuals 
are responsible and not the union as a 
body, but invaribly these outbreaks 
are charged against the whole labor 
movement,

Mr. Tobin said he believed in free 
speech and action but is not in sym 
pathy with inflamatory methods and 
relies more on the right of criticism 
and peaceful discussion to solve the 
problem of labor, the most important 
problem of the present day, and to 
give to both employer and workman 
freedom, liberty and a square deal. 

In opening Mr. Soliday called atten- 
tion to the fact that in the country 
no labor problem exists and each man 


has the room to pursue his rights 
without restricting those of his 
neighbor. 

As population increases there is 
bound to be trouble, as one person 
will fail to recognize the rights ot 
the other fellow. Frank discussion 


of these rights will eventually settle 
the question of capital and labor. 

The right of labor to organize is 
just and is no issue in the question at 
hand. The matter of injunction, how- 
ever, should be left to the discretion 
of the judge as it is impossible to 
specify the conditions which will ex- 
ist in various disagreements. In iact 
only about five injunctions out of one 
hundred are Issued on account of a 
labor trouble. 

It is fair and just for a merchant to 
attempt to obtain the highest possi- 
ble price for his goods but when mer- 
chants combine to force up the price 


and competition is destroyed it is 
illegal and a menace to the com- 
munity. 

The injury of individual action is 
small but in the combination of a 


large body the effect is much greater 
and in this lies the justification of 
the injunction. 

Temporary injunctions should be 
issued when the occasion calls but a 
prompt hearing should be given and 
each side allowed to bring forth its 
arguments. 

Mr. Tobin by way of rebuttal read 
extracts from a bill for the protec- 
tion of trade and commerce which 
showed the difference between monop- 
oly of commerce and labor power. 

He also declared that in a case 
where an employer refused to leave 
questions to arbitration no injunction 
should be granted him.

true, have been here before but they 
form only.a small part of the 
thousands who ere being landed by 
the great steamship companies each 
week. As a barometer of industrial 
conditions the increasing immigra- 
tion is hardly satisfactory for the 
bringing of these people to the United 
States is due in no small measure to 
the activity of the steamship com- 
panies’ agents, and mot to the in- 
creasing buiness prosperity of the 
country as many people think. 

It is a well known fact that in the 
large industrial and agricultural 
centers of Europe, the great steam- 
ship companies’, maintained agents 
whose business it is to induce peo- 
ple to come to this country. It makes 
no difference to the agents whether 
the men and women will make desir- 
able citizens or not. So long as 
they can get them admitted and re- 
ceive their passage money the agents 
are content, leaving the immigrants 
future in the hands of the govern- 
ment, 

In this way many undesirable peo- 
ple are admitted, and the government 
is obliged to-look out for them. 
That something must be done «o 
check this tide is obvious but what 
that something is, is hard to deter- 
mine. Whenever the government 
talks of restricting immigration a 
howl goes up from the steamship 
companies and the matter is dropped 
for a time. Until the steamship 
lobby can be broken conditions will 
remain as they are and our doors 
will remain wide open to any and 
all who land, no matter whether 
they be desirable or undesirable. 


It will probably be news to many 
to learn that the hydrant pressure 
in some parts of the city is not what 
good fire service demands. This is 
largely due to the small water mains 
in these sections. This fact was 
brought forcibly to the minds of the 
firemen at the boarding house fire 
at Quincy Neck some days ago. 

At this fire the hose company laid 
a line of hose from the nearest 
hydrant and the stream was directed 
toward the second svory window be- 
hmd which the flames could be seen. 
The water from the line reached this 
window but there was not _ force 
enough to it to break the glass. 

As soon as Chief Williams arrived 
and saw the condition of affairs he 
ordered the steamer to get to work. 
This was not because of scarcity of 
water but because of the lack of 
pressure due to the smallness of the 
mains. 

There are places where there would 
be pressure enough for one line of 
hose but if two or more lines were 
attached the result might be disas- 
trous. No one realizes this condi- 
tion better than Chief Williams and 
one of the objects of the test now 
being made by the Commissioner is 
to find these weak spots and take 
measures to remedy them. 

The city of New York has just 
established a high pressure fire ser- 
vice and some sections of Boston 
are also thus supplied. Perhaps it 
would be a good idea if some such 
urrangement could be established in 
Quincy. 

The present pressure service is 
obtained from the stand pipes on 
Third hill and on Penns hill. 

Up to the present time these have 
been sufficient but the demands for 
better pressure service are constant- 
ly increasing and now is a good time 
to take hold of the subject and not 
yait until a serious conflagration 
occurs.

It looks now as though the order 
laying out and accepting Nightingale 
avenue would be the only order of 
this kind the City Council would 
pass this year. 

Petitions and orders to accept new 
streets have been received at near- 
ly every meeting of the City Coun- 
cil but they were allowed to remain 
in the hands of the street committees 
until after the summer vacation. 

In September the committee made 
an effort to clear up much of the 
business that had accumulated and 
quite a bit was disposed of. The 
committee however reported’ public 
hearing orders upon a number of the 
petitions for new streets which were 
held Oct. 19 and recommitted. Since 
then but one has been acted upon, 
and that is Nightingale avenue order. 
The slow progress of this order 
shows what the fate of the others 
would have been*had ‘they been re- 
ported. 

And there is still one more public 
hearing to be held on laying out a 


street, This hearing is for next 
Monday evening, the last regular 
meeting of the year. Of course by 
méeting every other night for the 


balance of the year it would be pos- 
sible for the present Council to put 
all these street orders through, how- 
ever it is pretty safe to say that the 
Finance committee will let no more 
pass. 

But one alternative remains, and 
that is to send the orders to the next 
Council which will probably be done. 
Mayor Shea in his inaugural ad- 
dress a year ago called attention to 
and critized the passing of perma- 
nent street orders late in the year 
when it was too late to do the work, 
but little attention however was paid 
to his address in ‘the matter. 

It seems as though the wisest 
policy for the Council to adopt would 
be to pass its street orders early 
in the session so that the work could 
be done before the end of the year.

So the call members of Combina- 
tion No. 3, at Houghs Neck think 
they may resign if the City Council 
refuses to increase their salary from 
$10 to $50 per year. This looks 
a little serious on the face of it but 
no one believes after a sober second 
thought they will “cut off their nose 
to spite their face,” as the old saying 
goes. 

Probably most of the members of 
the company are property owners in 
that section. At all events they re- 
side ‘there and it is beyond reason 
to believe that they would stand idly 
by and see their homes burn with- 
out making an effort to save them 
simply because their salary was not 
raised. 

According to the story from 
Houghs Neck the company respond- 
ed to seventeen alarms this year. 
Something like one and a half per 
month. Out of this number there 
was but one fire of any size, that is 
Peterson’s block. Some of ‘the alarms 
were for grass fires and two or three 
were for the little cottage near the 
fire station that an incendiary tried 
several times to burn. 

None of the firemen in Quincy are 
paid as much as the firemen in many 
other cities, and as a matter of fact 
the same is true of the policemen 
and City Officials in general. Yet 
Quincy is badly in debt and this with 
a high tax rate and valuation means 
that ‘the greatest economy must be 
exercised. 

There is no question but what the 
call men of Houghs Neck should re- 
ceive the increase they ask for and 
perhaps even more. The only ques- 
tion is ean the city afford to increase 
any salaries at the present time? 
Houghs Neck has an _ excellent 
water supply and a modern piece of 
fire apparautus and the company has 
given a good account of itself during 
she past year. 


At last an orgnaization has been 
formed in Massachusetts, having as 
its object the preservation and 
propagation of such species of game 
birds as threaten to become extinct. 
The organization which will be 
known as the Massachusetts Fish and 
Game League has acquired control 
of the Turner estate near Plymouth 
which they intend to lay out as a 
large game preserve. The first 
species the League will handle are 
quail; black duck, partridges, mal- 
lard duck and a few other wild 
birds, although later on the organ- 
ization will add other birds which 
are threatened with extinction. The 
National Audubon society has agreed 
to furnish the initial birds for 
breeders, therefore it will be only 
a short time before the preserve 
will be stocked and the work well 
underway. 

It is to be hoped that enough in- 
terest will be manifested in the pro- 
ject to enable the league to add to 
the preserve other species of birds 
besides game birds, so that the fu- 
ture generations will have a chance 
to see and listen to birds, we so 
much enjoy. 
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HOUGHS NECK ASSOCIATES.

The fight for the office of presi- 
dent of the Houghs Neck Associates 
has narrowed down to two men. At 
@ caucus held by the Associates a 
week ago four men were nominated 
for the job but two of the candidates 
Hiram Darrow and Michael Coughlan 
have dropped out of the contest leav- 
ing Archie F. Baird and James E. 
Wall to fight it out. 

John R. S. Ross the present treas- 
urer will hold the position as there 
is no opposition. Two men are look~ 
ing for ‘the office as secretary. The 
candidates are Alfred IpBrecaue and 
Franklin G. Saylor. ue ecque Was 
the secretary before the association 
was incorporated but was forced to 
resign on account of business, Saylor 
has never held any office in the as- 
sociation but is well liked by the 
members, he is an inventor and re- 
sides at 93 Bay View avenue. Both 
men are charter members and are 
well qualified for the position. 

Nine members must be elected to 
the board of directors, four at large 
and one from each of the five dis- 
tricts. Fifteen members are looking 
for the honor of being one of the 
directors and all candidates claim a 
victory. 


SPECIAL ACT REQUIRED. 


The Old Colony Street Railway Co. 
has filed a petition with Secretary of 
the Commonwealth for permission to 
run its cars over the private freight 
track of the Fore River Ship Build- 
ing Co., which will requirea special 
act of the legislature. It would ap- 
pear from this that the street rail- 
way will not be able to operate its 
cars on the aforesaid track until 
such act has been passed. 

This will be anything but good 
news to the thousands of Fore River 
workmen who have been anxiously 
waiting for the completion of this 
line. 

The order passed by the City Coun- 
cil stipulated that the connecting 
curve track must be built before De- 
cember 1, the object of the City 
Council being that the Fore River 
workmen might be accommodated 
during the coming winter months. 

Some time was consumed in getting 
the necessary approval from the High- 
way Commission and the Railroad 
Commission and in getting the special 
work from the steel company. 

These obstacles were finally over- 
come and the work has been com- 
pleted. 

Since then the workmen have been 
anxiously waiting for the cars to be 
operated over the line. 

At the Quincy office of the street 
railway company Supt. Gammons 
said everything was in readiness to 
operate the line and that he was only 
waiting for orders from headquarters. 


TALKS ON LABOR. 


The Central Union met Tues- 
day even..g in Hibernian hall and 


listened to an address by Miss Jose- 
phine Casey of Chicago who is at 
present stationed in Boston for a 
year for the purpose of studying 
labor conditions in this section of 
the country. 

Miss Casey is State secretary of 
the national trade women’s league 
and her thorough knowledge of her 
subject enabled her to give a very 
clear and interesting talk. 

Rey. Alfred R. Atwood, of the 
Washington Street Congregational 
church, presided and after a few brief 
introductory remarks, introduced 
Miss Casey. 

Miss Casey talked on the necessity 
of working people organizing for mu- 
tual protection and increase. of wages 
and shorter working ‘hours. She 
mentioned :particularly the condi- 
tions existing in Chicago, relating 
some of her personal experiences as 
a member of the Amalgamated street 
railwaymen’s union. 

Miss Casey is in the employ of the 
National Trade Women’s league and 
was sent to Boston to study labor 
conditions and to induce people to 
purchase union goods and also 
work for the interest of organized 
labor in general. 

Several questions were asked by 
individuals in the audience and all 
were answered very satisfactorily. 
There was a very good attendance 
and the meeting was a success in 
every way.

At 
this point it is possible for the large 
clubs, if they will, to be of much 
assistance to the small club, by send- 
ing to it club members who can sing, 
or talk or read a paper which has 
been appreciated at one of the larger 
clubs’ “Home Talent” days. To the 
small, remote club, this entertainer 
from a distance has beside the grace 
to amuse or instruct, the quality of 
being new to her audience and this 
gift goes far. The smaller club gives 
to the larger clubs that come to the 
aid of its programs appreciation and 
sincere gratitude. And thus each 
club in the Federation may come to 
know for itself, in time, the beauty 
of true reciprocity.”

kK. OF C. SMOKE TALK. 


One of the most interesting smok- 
ers ever held by the Knights of 
Columbus took place on Sunday 
afternoon in Colonial hall. Through 
the efforts of William A. Carey, Jere- 
miah J. Hurley, deputy immigration 
commissioner of the Boston port was 
secured as speaker. 

Mr. Hurley is one of the most en- 
tertaining speakers and his subject 
was extremely interesting. “Immi- 
gration” was the subject of his talk 
and as Mr. Hurley has been connect- 
ed with the service for many years 
he was able to give a very clear and 
instructive talk on the subject. 

Before the talk Dennis S. Sweene; 
sang, “Have I made a Hit with you,” 
assisted by Russell and Peter Sulli- 
van. Mr. Hurley was then introduced 
and he thanked the members of the 
council for the opportunity of being 
present. Z 

He then started in on what proved 
to be a two hours address. He gave 
a practical talk on the question tak- 


ing the practical view. There are 
two sides on this question. One 
side says open the doors wide and 


let everyone in. 

The other side says shut the doors 
and keep out the foreigners. Mr. 
Hurley said there is a happy medium 


and that this is the only practical 
side. The immigrants are of every 
sort, good, bad and indifferent, and 
they come from every clime. 


They are old and young, educated 
and uneducated, skilled and un- 
skilled, Pagan and Christian. They 
come from the raw material of ou: 
big cities. Immigration, according 
to Mr. Hurley, is one of the most 
serious problems facing the country 
today. 

All other questions of political 
economy fade _ into insignificance 
when compared with this problem. 
It causes crime and disaster, af- 
fairs like the Forest Hill shooting 
affray, things done by men who 
should never have been admitted to 
this country, men who are hounded 
by the police authorities of other 
countries. 

America has rights, and 
rights must be respected by 
countries. She can exclude or 


these 
other 
pro- 


hibit if she so desires, she does not 
belong to the other countries of the 
world. 


There are three causes that attract 
the aliens to this country, said Com- 
missioner Hurley. 
nese causes are attraction, ex- 
pulsion and solicitation. Attractioi 
by the United States, expulsion from 
the mother country, and solicitation 
from the steamship companies. 


These three cause bring the ma- 
jority of the immigrants to our 


shores. 


Ir. Hurley said further: “I de- 
sire, from this platform to charge 
the steamship companies with the 


deportation of more people than an) 
other cause, and | will give proofs 
to substantiate the charg proofs 
that cannot be denied for they are 
filed in the records at Washington. 

He then proceeded to cite in- 
cidents that happened to prove his 
charge. He called America a magic 


word it was known all 
throu the world. To the peasants 
of fc n countries it means money 


and liberty, two things they have 
not got at home 

For an hour then Mr. Hurley re- 
lated incidents and experiences that 
he and other commissioners have ex- 


perienced at Boston, New York, and 


other ports. Mr. Hurley was. sta- 
tioned in New York four years, in 
Philadelp for two years and ati 
Boston for many years. 

A ris vote of thanks was given 
Mr. Hurley and he received the per- 
sonal thanks of many members.

CODDINGTON SCHOOL BUILDING. 


In less than a month from now 
there will be in use in Quincy one 
of the best schools in Boston and 
vicinity and it might be said in the 
state. Certainly it surpasses anything 
in this city both in regard to archi- 
tectural -beauty and also in regard to 
perfectibility of construction. Situat- 
ed as it is in the centre of the city, 
in close proximity to the new federal 
building now nearing completion, the 
Quincy Y. M. C. A. building and the 
Thomas Crane Public Library, which 
has been remodeled till now it stands 
second to none in the State, the new 
Coddington school is one of the 
beauty spots of the City of Presi- 
dents. 

The old school has long outgrown 
itself and a new building was found 


increasing demands of a 
growing population. The 
old school now consists of two build- 
for a few years ago the one 
building that was called the Codding- 


ing was moved onto the property of 
of the over- 
flow. This is the smaller of the two 
and was formerly a dormitory at 
Adams Academy in the days when 
this famous preparatory school was 
at the zenith of its prosperity. For a 
iime the two buildings were sufficient 
to accommodate the needs of the dis- 
trict, but it soon became evident that 
a change was necessary and so final- 
ly an appropriation was made early 
this year. When the bids were called 
for, eighteen contractors sent in bids 
for the contract. Of the bids offered 
the one by Dennis Crowley -was the 
lowest and at the same time covered 
all the points required. Accordingly 
Mr. Crowley was awarded contract 
and work was started April 3, 1908. 
Since then it has been rushed con- 
tinually until today it stands almost 
finished,and when it leaves the hands 
of the contractors in a few weeks, it 
will be a credit to the city for which 
it was built and to the man who had 
charge of building it. The new 
building is to be called by the old 
name of Coddington and will be suf- 
ficient to cover the demands of the 
district for years to come. 

As one enters the yard the first thing 


that meets the eye is the external 
beauty of the whole building, the 


large, arched windows surrounded by 
the clean and attractive Quincy gran- 
ite drawing the attention of the most 
critical eye. The main entrance is 
in the centre of the side facing Cod- 
dington street and as one steps in- 
side he finds himself in a spacious and 
beautiful vestibule. This is finished 
in marble the steps and landing be- 
ng polished in fine style and giving 
at a glance an excellent impression 
right at the start. The vestibule is 
separated from the rest of the build- 
ing by double doors and is heated 
by a radiator so anyone waiting in- 
side will not be uncomfortable if the 
weather happens to be cold or rainy. 
Passing within the building into the 
first corridor the visitor is attracted 
by the light and spacious corridors. 
From this corridor there are four 
more well-placed exits by means of 
vhich all the children can be marched 
yut of the school without the least 
bit of confusion. On the first floor 
there are six class-rooms one recita- 
tion room and the master’s office. At 
each end of the corridor there is a 
coat room containing a hook qand an 
umbrella stand for each scholar so 
that there will no trouble about tak- 
ing care of all the clothes. There 
ire also two drinking fountains and 
two fire risers with hose attached, on 
2ach corridor. 

The rooms are al] large and spa- 
cious and the big windows give plenty 
of light and air. Every bit of room 
is utilized and the blackboards ars 
on all si There are two doors 
leading from each room so that the 
children can enter and leave the 
room without any jamming or crowd- 
ing. There is a light of glass in each

door and over each there is a tran- 
som, from which the corridors re- 
ceive light. There is also a_ closet 


and a bookcase in each room for keep- 
ing books and papers which are need- 
ed for immediate use in the class- 
room. In each room there is a venti- 
lator which can be opened and the 
room thoroughly aired. The rooms 
are high and square and are support- 
ed by steel supporis which are fin- 
ished up with sharp corners, giving 
the room a neat and trim appearance 

Just inside the main entrance the 
master’s room is located and this is 
fitted up in an _ up-to-date office 
fashion. There is a closet and book- 
case in the office and everything is 
convenient for the master and for the 
transacting of any business he may 
have. On the first floor there is a 
spacious storeroom for keeping sup- 
plies of all kinds. 

The second floor is exactly the same 
as the first with one exception. In 
place of the master’s room there is 
a room for the teachers. This is 
furnished with lockers for each teach- 
er, with lounging chairs, etc. Here 
the teachers can go or children can 
be taken in case of any sickness or 
accident that may happen. There are 
in all twelve classrooms, two recita- 
tion rooms, besides the master’s and 
teachers’ rooms. 

Thus far the building is practical- 
ly the same as other grammar schools 
in the city, that is as far as gener- 
al construction goes. But the third 
floor of the new building is altogether 
different from the others. For on this 
floor there is a spacious assembly hall 
which is capable of seating 634 peo- 
ple. The hall is beautifully finished 
and is a great addition to a beautiful 
building. 

There is a large stage thirty feet 


wide and twenty feet deep and on 
each side there is an ante-room for 
the use of those who use the hall. 


These ante-rooms are furnished with 
hot and cold water and in fact the 
whole building is furnished with chese 
conveniences. The floor of the hall 
is of matched rockwood maple and 
when polished will present a pretty 
sight. 

The chairs are not stationary and 
everything is so perfectly arranged 
that the hall can be completely cleared 
of furniture in from six to eight 
minutes. There is an attic on each 
side where the chairs can be packed. 
Another ple g feature about the 
hall is the fact that when seated, the 
audience faces the exits. This does 
away with the confusion of turning 
round to see who is coming into the 
hall. 

The roof is supported by seven 
steel trusses which are all cased and 
Thus the hall is free 
from posts or other obstructions 
usually found in a school hall.

heating. The plumbing has been 
looked after by W. A. Bradford, the 
roofiing by J. G. Thomas, the elec- 
trical work by E. 8S. Beckford, the 
painting by A. A. Murphy and _ the 


plastering by the Harkins company. 

The contract for furnishing the 
building has been awarded to Henry 
L. Kincaide & Co., and the work of 
putting in the desks, etc., will begin 
this week. The granite used in the 
building came from the firm of Mc- 
Guire & O’Heron of East Milton and 
is all Quincy granite. 

The main contract also belongs to 
a local man, for Dennis Crowley has 
lived in Quincy all his life although 
he has not done much work here. But 
the beautiful St. Mary’s church in 
West Quincy is a good sample of the 
work done under his direction. This 
building is a credit to Mr. Crowley 
and it is to be hoped that he will not 
be overlooked in the future. 

Due credit must also be given to the 
man who planned the building, Chas. 
A. Brigham. Everything has gone 
along without a hitch and while a few 
small changes had to be made, they 
were not enough to cause any trouble. 

Superintendent Frank E. Parlin and 
members of the School Committee 
have watched the progress of con- 
struction ever since the building was 
started. They are enthusiastic over 
the building and think that it sur- 
passes anything in the city. There 
is no doubt that it is a great build- 
ing and is a credit to all who had 
charge of the construction in = any 
way. 

The building is now nearly com- 
pleted and in another week everything 
but the painting will be finished. The 
scholars will move into their new 
quarters about the 23d of December, 
the day before school closes for the 
Christmas vacation. This will be 
just to settle things and after the va- 
cation the new building will be used 
regularly. 


THE TIME WHEN HORSES SLIP. 

The season of slippery weather is 
here; for three months the streets 
are likely to be treacherous for ani- 
mals, as they are for men and for 
automobiles. Unless horses are shod 
properly and not given too heavy 
loads they are liable to fall, injuring 
themselves and perhaps bringing 
finanical loss upon their owners. 
Few sights on the streets of a city 
are more pitiful than of a magnifi- 
cent horse straining its muscles at 
every step to keep fw feet because 
the owner has been too thoughtless 
to furnish proper shoes. For crowd- 
ed streets where a fall is likely to 
throw the animal under whe wheels 
of a car or before a swift automobile 
the duty of equipping horses with 
sharp calks is particularly impera- 
tive. The man who finds the walks 
covered with smooth ice and ‘tries to 
burry to cavch a car appreciate the 
feelings of a smoothly shod horse 
when his driver urges him to make 
speed on a slippery street. 

In the matter of loads the humane 
agent tells drivers and owners what 
must be obvious, that an animal can- 
not draw as heavy a burden in slip- 
pery weather as it can over normal 
highways. The fact should be taken 
into consideration. In spite of the 
remarkable development of the auto- 
mobile industry the horse is still 
man’s best friend, and many years 
will elapse before its usefulness will 
be undermined. Whatever conduces 
to the comfort and utility of this ser- 
vant of society should not be over- 
looked, particularly when the dif- 
ference between proper and improp- 
er attention to its wants represents 
littie expenditures of money. A 
sharply shod ‘horse with a moderate 
load is a good advertisement for the 
man or firm in whose service it is 
driven Cleveland Plain Dealer.

The January St. Nicholas—issued 
now on the fifteenth of the month 
preceding the month named on the 
cover—is a jolly combination of 
Christmas and New Year good things. 
John Kendrick Bangs’s “The Time 
Shop” is a whimsical story of Bobby 
and Mr. Promptness and Procrastina- 
tion, with a pleasant Christmas flavor. 
Kathryn Jarboe’s “The Lesson 
Learned” is a pretty story of how 
Christmas joy came to a_ bereaved 
family in far off Japan. Young ama- 
teur actors will delight in Marguerite 
Merington’s masque, “Father Time 
and His Children” and there is a 
world of cheery help and inspiration 
in Rebecca Harding Davis's little talk 
on “What We Can.” There are be- 
side holiday pictures and holiday 
rhymes and other holiday features 
with new chapters of the serials. 

In spite of the panic of 1908, the 
publishers of Lippincott’s Magazine 
assert that the past year was one of 
the most successful in that periodi- 
cal's long history. Many good things 
have been secured for the coming 
twelvemonth, a partial announcement 
of which was published in the De- 
cember number. The January issue 
has an attractive table of contents, 
the leading feature of which is a com- 
plete novel, “The Flight of Robert 
Sevier,” by Grace MacGowan Cooke.

The increase in the cost of living 
r the last ten years, according to sta- 
tistics, etc., presented by Professor 
| Johnson, dean of the School of Com- 
merce of New York University, at 
j the recent Standard Ojl hearing, is 
‘more than 30 per cent. while the 
average increase in wages is only 26 
;per cent. In other words although 


|wages have increased, the rise in the 


iprice of 


commodities has been so 
j|much more rapid that at the present 
time, a man who has an increase of 
| $3,623, is no better off than a man 
who had $2,500, ten years ago. 

We all realize the fact that a dol- 
lar will not go as far at the present 
time as it did a few years ago, but on- 
ly a few realize how rapidly the in- 
crease in the price of commodities 
has really been. If prices still con- 
tinue to advance in another ten years, 
as they have since 1898, the average 
increase will be more than 60 per 
cent. 

At the present time it is the ten- 
dency to consider the increase of 
wages, with hardly a thought to the 
increase of commodities, which is eco- 
nomically wrong for no matter how 
much wages are increased, the rise in 
commodities is much more rapid, and 
|we are in reality no better off, even 
though a few dollars are added to our 
wages. Until we come to a full reali- 
zation of this point, we shall still con- 
tinue to cry more pay, more pay, nev- 
er thinking that in so doing we are lit- 
eraly requesting an additional boost 
in the price of commodities.

The amendment to the ordinance 
concerning the management of the 
‘Wovdward fund and property, re 
ported by the special committee at 
the meeting of the City Council Mon- 
day night, is a radical change from 
the existing ordinance. 

It is one of the most important 
matters that the Council has had to 
deal with this year, and should not be 
passed without serious consideration. 

It is a question whether the ordi- 
nance as proposed carries out the pur- 
pose of the will, inasmuch as the 
Mayor has no voice in the manage- 
ment of the fund other than the ap- 
pointment of the citizens Board of In- 
vestment, and only then with the ap- 
proval of the City Council. 

Should it happen that the City Coun- 
cil was inclined to be hostile to the 
Executive, it could work great injury 
by refusing to confirm or approve the 
citizen selected by him as a member 
of the board. 

The clauses in the will of Dr. Wood- 
ward relative to the management of 
the fund are as follows: 

“The property which I bequeath to 
the town of Quincy for these purposes 
is to be perpetualy managed by the 
Selectmen of said town, together with 
the clerk and treasurer, for the best 
advantage of said town, and said in- 
stitute.” 

“Whenever the town of Quincy be- 
comes a city, then the government of 
said city to have the management of 
said property for the benefit of said 
city, to be used according to the di- 
rections of this will and for the pur- 
pose herein mentioned.” 

The will explicitly states that 
“whenever the town become a city, 
then the government of said city to 
have the management of said proper- 
ty.” This immediately raises the 
question who is the government of 
said city? 

The Mayor to a certain extent ‘takes 
the place of the Selectmen. Yet he 
has no voice in the management of the 
fund other ‘than the appointing of a 
member of the Board of Investment. 

ils the Board of Investment a part 
of the government of the city? 

All of ‘these points should be passed 
upon by the City Solicitor before the 
Council passes the order. 

There js still another point. Un- 
der the present ordinance the Audit- 
or of Accounts is a member of the 
Board of Managers, but under the pro- 
posed ordinance he does not figure in 
any way as a member of the Board of 
Managers. 

No one questions the need of a 
change in the ordinance but it is a 
question if at this late day it is wise 
to rush an amendment through the 
Council at its last meeting. Would 
it not be far better to refer the matter 
to the incoming council that due con- 
sideration may be given it. 


In point of attendance and interest 
and the work accomplished, the Na- 
tional Rivers and Harbors ;Congress, 
through its fifth annual Convention, | 
held during the second week of the 
current month, marked an epoch in} 


the economic history of the Nation. | 


And the resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopted by the Conven- 
tion, fearlessly went upon record for 
a bond issue of five hundred million 
dollars, to improve the rivers and 
harbors of the United States “as shall 
be authorized by Congress, said bonds 
to be sold from time to time and in 
such quantities as may be necessary, 
the provisions for the issuance of said 
bonds to be similar to those authoriz- 
ing the bonds for, the construction 
of the Panama Canal.” 

This action on the part of the Na- 
tional Rivers and Harbors Congress, 
was the culmination of the campaign 
of education begun several years ago, 
the piece-meal appropriations on the 
part of the Congress of the United 
States, by rivers and harbor bills, in 
no sense outlining a fixed and compre- 
hensive policy of waterway improve- 
ment, commensurate with the ever in- 
creasing demands of trade and com- 
merce. 

Notwithstanding the objection en- 
tered by Speaker Cannon to the bond 
issue feature of the resolutions, the 
committee on resolutions, represent- 
ing all sections of the country, had no 
differences as to the need of fixed an- 
nual appropriations for waterway de- 
velopment and they believed the time 
ripe for an explicit declaration to 
that end. 

Representative Ransdell of Louisi- 
ana, President of the National Rivers 
and Harbors Congress, who has for 
many years been an active earnest 
worker for a comprehensive plan of 
waterway betterments, in explaining 


the action of the Congress over which 
he presides said" Nobody comtemplates 
the issuance of $500,000,000 of bonds 


at one time. All we plan is to have 
bonds issued from time to time as 
needed. These bonds are for perman- 
ent works, for work just as perman- 
ent and possibly more so than the 
Panama Canal and destined for the 
same commercial uses. These works 
are not alone for ourselves, they are 
for posterity as well and should be 
paid for, at least in part, by it. 

“By the authorization of the issu- 
ance of $500,000,000 of bonds to carry 
out a broad and comprehensive policy 
of waterway improvement we are but 
imitating the wise example of the rail- 
roads who make money*by borrowing 
money to be used for line extensions, 


thereby increasing the means of 
handling traffic. 
“If it should be found that suffi- 


cient money cannot be appropriated 
from current revenues to carry on the 
work of completing water projects 
under way and the beginning of new 
ones approved by the Board of Army 
Engineers then there should be sold 
sufficient waterways bonds from time 
to time, so that each year will find 
the work of improving our rivers, 
harbors, and canals steadily going on 
to final completion. 


RECALL ADAMS, 


President Roosevelt's statement that 
the editor of The World “should be 
presecuted for libel by the Govern- 
authorities,” and that “the Attorney 
General has under consideration the 
form under which the proceedings 
against Mr. Pulitzer should be 
brought,” recalls the days, says the 
New York Times, when a_ former 
President, John Adams, held much the 
same belief, how that belief resulted 
in the passage of the ‘sedition law” 
on July 4, 1798, which nnforced 
vigorously for three years, passed out 
of existence dragging down with it 
the Federalist party, the party of 
John Adams. 

John Bach McMaster, in his history 
of the United States, sets forth how 
the law came to be passed, to what 
tidiculous situations it led, and how, 
as he puts it, “from the day the bill 
became law, the Federal party went 
steadily down to ruin,” 

According to McMaster’s exposition 
the law, which passed the Senate by 
only three votes, was rected first 
against anyone who conspired to op- 
pose a law of the United States to in- 
fluence others to oppose it, or to in- 
cite insurrection, but another object 
was to prevent ‘the writing, print- 
ing or publishing of any false, scand- 
alous or malicious writing against the 
Senate, House of President, with at- 
tempt to defame or bring them into 
disrepute.” The maximum fine for 
this was $2000; the longest term in 
prison, two years. To the original 
act as framed by James Lloyd of 
Maryland, the provision was added 
“that in libel truth might be given as 
evidence.” The date set for its ex- 
piration as March 3, 1801.

“CONGREGATIONAL CLUB. 

“A neglected Means of Civic Im- 
provement” was the subject of Pro- 
fessor Lewis J. Johnson, instructor of 
civil engineering at Harvard Univer- 
sity, a well-known engineer, scientist 
and educator, at the monthly meeting 
of the Congregational club of Wollas- 
ton Tuesday evening. 

Preceding the address of the even- 
ing, Walter S. Pinkham, chairman of 
the committee appointed by the Quin- 
cy Citizens association for the revision 
of the city charter told of the reasons 
that the work of charter revision had 
been taken up by them. 

Mr. Pinkham said that under 
present form the government consists 
of the miayor who is vested with s 
legislative power and held responsible 
for the same, the city council who ex- 
erts the legislative and the 
committee. 

The mayor also has the power 
the appointment of certain officers.

WOODWARD FUND. 

The Special Committee appointed 
to examine into the management of 
the Woodward fund submitted a leng- 
ihy report which will be printed in 
full in Wednesday's Ledger. 

The report states in brief that the 
fund amounts to $294,600 of which 
$198,617 is invested in loans, $14,000 
in real estate and $73,000 in securities, 
the balance being cash. 

All of the stocks at ‘best are more 
or less unstable in value, and are not 
preferred holdings. Some of the 
bonds are not conservative. 

The loans consist of 62 mortgages 
on real estate, one note secured by 
collateral and are demand note noi 
secured, r 

Of the 62 loans thirty or practical- 
ly one-half are in excess of 60 per- 
cent of the assessed valuations. The 
qgmmittee believe that no foans in 
excess of 60 percent of the fair valua- 
tion should be made. 

The interest with six exceptions, 
the committee found was paid up. The 
interest in arrears amounts to $1,208. 

POLITICAL CONSIDERATIONS. 

“That political considerations have 
entered into the making of some of 
the loans is only too apparent from 
even a cursory examination of the 
names of the borrowers.” 

The committee believe that the law 
governing savings banks should be 
followed and no loans should be made 
except on written application by the 
borrower approved in writing by a 
majority of the board. 

In justice to the Board the com- 
mittee say that so far as can be 
learned no part of the Fund has yet 
been lost. The committee do not wish 
to be understood as intending to at- 
iach responsibility for the present 
condition of affairs to any particular 
person or persons. 

The difficulty is fundimental and is 
the inevitable result of the manner in 
which the Board is constituted which 
is essentially political. 

NO CRITICISM. 

In conculsion the committee say 
they have no criticism to make of the 
loans made during the current year 
or of the manner in which they were 
made. That a committee should be 
chosen each year to examine into the 
management of the Fund and confer 
with the Board of Managers. 


ORDINANCE AMENDED. 

‘Accompanying the report is an 
order amending the Ordinance con- 
cerning the management of the Fund. 

The amendment provides for a board 
to consist of the City Clerk, City 
Treasurer, and three citizens who are 
not administrative officers, members 
of administrative boards or of the 
City Council. 

The three citizens *to be appointed 
in January by the Mayor subject to 
the approval of the Ciygpeouncil for 
one, two and three years and there- 
after one member in each January 
for three years. 

These citizens to be a sub-commit- 
tee to be known as a board of in- 
vestment. 

All investments shall conform with 
the requirements of the laws govern- 
ing similar investments by Savings 
Banks. 

The amendment also provides for 
the appointment by the President of 
the City Council in October of each 
year a committee to examine the 
funds and its investments. Repor: 
accepted. 

A motion to lay on the table was 
lost by a vote of three in favor and 
fourteen against.

NARROW ESCAPE. :

LETTER FROM JAPAN, 


To American residents in Japan the 

~oming of the American battleship 
fleet has been anticipated with glad 
hope that through it a true under- 
standing of Japan's feeling toward 
the United States might be given to 
any there who have been perplexed 
by the ignorant or malicious mis- 
representations of a few enemies of 
Japan. Telegrams this week assure 
us that that very thing has hap- 
pened. We are told that lengthy re- 
ports have been cabled day by day 
and that you have been reading the 
accounts of the welcome given Ad- 
miral Sperry and the fleet and that 
you rejoice with us in the genuine- 
ness of it. For the country has cer- 
tainly done it all from the very heart 
and this is merely an expression of a 
warm feeling of gratitude and love 
which Japan has held toward Ameri- 
ca for long years. 

May I quote from the Yorodzu 
Choho, a Tokyo paper, words which 
are representative of the sentiment of 
the entire nation? 

“ Addressing the people of the United 
States of America, Senor Nabuco, the 
Brazilian Minister of Washington, re- 
cently said: ‘You with your high 
civilization can do no wrong to any 
nation, Intimate contact with you 
will under any condition bring only 
good to you and the other party.” 

We can well bear testimony to the 
truth of this saying. During the past 
fifty years of intercourse with the 
great republic, we do not remember a 
single instance in which we have been 
wilfully wronged by her. On the con- 
trary, we have received from her 
nothing but good. Indeed we are in- 
debted chiefly to her for what weare 


today. 
If there is a nation who is always 
our friend in need that nation, 


is the United States.of America. To- 
day, a great fleet of this dearest of 
our friends arrives in our shores, 
carrying with it to us a message of 
peace and friendship. We welcome it 
most heartily, as we firmly believe 
that its visit will marx an era of 
closer friendship between the United 
States and Japan. We are exceedingly 
glad and thankful for its visit, as it 
gives us opportunity to show the peo- 
ple of the United States how sincere 
is our gratitude towards them and 
how high is our esteeem of thei- 
friendship.” 

From the greetings sent by wire- 
less telegraphy as the fleet approached 
Japan, to the exchange of telegrams 
of friendship and appreciation be- 
tween President and Emperor, after 
it had sailed away, high and low had 
done everything possible to please and 
entertain the guests. Even from this 
remote city of Tottori, the Mayor 
telegraphed the people's welcome to 
American's fleet. That the Emperor 
should have spoken as he has may »e 
regarded almost as guarantee of un- 
broken good will to the American 
people, that in his words he has but 
expressed the true feeling of his peo- 
ple, should be enough to dispel a 
doubt that may have existed in the 
minds of those unacquainted with real 
Japan. 

Almost at the same time as_ the 
visit of the fleet, a party of Ameri- 
can business men from the Pacific 
coast accepted the invitation of the 
Chambers of Commerce of five cities 
of Japan to visit the country this 
fall. They too, have been received as 
representative of America and right 
royally entertained. 

The Emperor also has been pleased 
to decorate Mr. Loomis the American 
Commissioner appointed by the Presi- 
dent for the Exposition of 1912. In 
spite of the postponement of the ex- 
position till 1917, Mr. Loomis and 
some associates came at once to Japan 
to begin preparations and Japan has 
appreciated the indication of Ameri- 
ca’s cordial interest and hearty co- 
operation. These incidents should be 
welcomed by all as both indicating 
and strengthening mutual good-will 
and respect between ‘the United States 
and Japan.

THE NAMING OF ANN ARBOR. 


One of the romantic facts connect- 
ed with the early history of Southern 
Michigan is the genesis of the rather 
unusual mame of the seat of the 
State University, Ann Arbor. While 
the general facts have long been 
known it has seemed a difficut mat- 
ter to make sure of the exact facts, 
and few are now living who know 
them. 

The following data were furnished 
by Mrs. H. G. Post of Grand Rapids, 
a daughter of one of the earliest set- 
tlers of Washtenaw County, and 
were published in the University of 
Michigan Alumnus for October, 1908. 
Mrs. Post says in a letter to the 
editor: 

“In che early summer of 1825 my 
father, Samuel Camp, left Detroit in 
a scow with his wife, his household 
goods, making all things as comfort- 
able as possible. He poled his scow 
up the Huron until he reached the 
spot where John Allen and Elisha W. 
Rumsey had landed three days be- 
for. They had no tents, but had 
selected a dense grape grove, and 
with brush and bark added for roof 
made a temporary shelter for a few 
days (fortunately no storm interven- 
ing,) when the three men put up a 
log shanty with plankets for doors 
and windows. A permanent fire was 
constantly bumming and as they sat 
at evening enjoying its light and 
warmth, they discussed a name for 
their forest home; the newly married 
men said it must be Ann for their 
wives and sweethearts—as that was 
not satisfactory as a name, one of the 
brides added Arbor, and Ann Arbor 
proved a fixture—a village grew up 
about the spot, and when # was in- 
corporated the name of Ann Arbor 
was adopted.”

As 
a means of putting an end to such 
traffic in birds Miss Saunders urges a 
systematic investgiation on the part 
of the humane societies and the com- 
pilation of statistics. 

I should like to see the humane so- 
cieties take an interest in this matter,” 
says she, “and to inquire into it. 
Figures must be kept, a’ d we oug’:" 
to be able to get at them i should like 
to find out how many b ds are im- 
ported, where they co ue from, what 
is the percentage of deaths, by whom 
they are purchased, etc. I appeal to 
humane workers to do something for 
the foreign birds—the pitiful little 
captives upraising their suffering 
voices in protest all over this conti- 
nent. We let our black slaves go. 
Let us set the bird slaves free also.” 

Likening the traffic in rare African 
birds to the traffic in Negroes and the 
ships ladened with birds for this and 
other countries to the slave ships of 
old, Miss Saunders refers to a book 
published by a well known Boston 
bird dealer and authority on the sub- 
ject. 

“In this book,” writes Miss Saund- 
ers, “he says that African Negroes 
catch birds and take them to the cap- 
tains of barks plying between the 
West Coast and Boston. The captains 
buy the birds in lots, giving in ex- 
change watch chains, paper collars, 
stove-pipes hats and rum. Some of 
the captains trade a pint of rum for 
the first ten birds, then when the 
Negro becomes stupified they take the 
rest of his birds and drop him over- 
board, perhaps a mile from shore. 
The partially intoxicated man does 
not drown, but manages to reach the 
beach and recovers. The unhappy 
birds are put in boxes with wire

“Further on he says that each little 
bird is of such slight value in Africa 
that the Negro would die a strict tee- 
totaler if he depended on catching 
them in cages. To quote him again: 
‘Our African has a chronic hatred of 
work and loves the “old Medford,” so 
he strolls about until he finds a piece 
of forest where hundreds of finches 
roost.

Sweet Potato Scones. Mix sweet 
potatoes (boiled) until there are four 
cupfuls, and mix into quart of flour 
in which has been sifted two tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder and one- 
half teaspoorful of salt. Mix this 
with milk enough to make a dough, 
turn out on to the board, roll and cut 
in eight pieces. Bake in a quick oven 
for teh minutes.
